67% Of Students Eye College 


Nearly three-fourths of the students 


who graduated last night from Elk Grove 
High School are planning to continue 
their education. 


However, the number of students who 


plan to attend college has decreased 
slightly from last year, according to a 
survey taken by school officials. 


A total of 67 per cent of the students 


indicated they plan to attend either a 
four-year college or a junior college, Vin- 
cent Carioti, college counselor at the 


high school, said. Seventy-one per cent 
had those plans last year. 


In addition, seven per cent of the stu- 


dents plan to attend technical, business 
or nursing school, he said, and a small 
number indicated they were going into 
the military. 


About 20 per cent of the seniors in- 


dicated they will enter the labor market 
directly, Carioti added, and a small per 
cent simply replied "other." 


"I have no idea what 'other' means on 


that list," he said.

Self-Proclaimed 'Political Prisoner' 
Student Addresses Village Board 


An 18-year-old college student who de- 


scribed himself as a political prisoner 
Tuesday addressed the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Board on a variety of subjects in- 
cluding Americanism, war, poverty, rac- 
ism, and civil rights. 


Michael Nolan, of 450 Banbury Ave., 


said the nation is suffering from many 
problems that are being perpetuated by 
the present system. 


"The rich get richer — the poor get 


poorer—and the middle class get poor- 
er," he said, adding that most residents 
of the village are members of the middle 
class who are paying more taxes each 
year, while wealthier persons get tax 
breaks and pay less. 


Nolan approached the board when it 


was considering a request of the local 
VFW auxiliary to sell American flags at 


the Jaycees sponsored parade on Sun- 
day. 


Though he said later he would prob- 


ably have approved of the request had he 
been a trustee, Nolan said he didn't think 
his goals of Americanism were the same 
as the VFW. 


Among his goals of Americanism were 


peace, equalization of wealth, and the 
rights of the individual. 


Nolan said the Republic the flag stands 


for does not exist in the true sense. 


He said rights of free speech and as- 


sembly have been violated. 


He cited as an example the May anti- 


w a r demonstrations in Washington, 
where "only 10 persons were convicted 
out of 16,000." He said the President and 
U.S. Attorney General were making "an 
obvious thrust to try and destroy our 


government" by the arrests. 


Nolan, a freshman political science 


major at the University of Illinois, 
Champaign-Urbana, said: "I think it's 
time this board and the people speak out 
against war, racism, sexism, and hun- 
ger." 


He continued, describing himself as a 


political prisoner for being arrested May 
6 at the university's student union while 
demonstrating "against killing." 


He told a reporter afterward that he 


was charged with interference with a 
public institution of higher learning for 
demonstrating against some Marine re- 
cruiters at the campus. 


Trustee Edward Kenna told Nolan that 


his statements were typical of other pro- 
testors. He said they spoke in general- 
ities. 


Kenna said the difference between the 
revolutionaries in 1776 and revolution- 
aries today is that "they expected to be 
hung" while today's revolutionaries want 
to run behind that same constitution they 
want to destroy when they are arrested. 


Kenna also accused Nolan of taking a 


comment by Thomas Jefferson out of 
context and that it had much deeper 
meaning. 


Nolan had said that Jefferson called 


for a revolution every 20 years and that 
we have not had one in almost 200 years. 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek said he 


would not agree or disagree with Nolan 
but that in this country Nolan is given 
the opportunity to express himself. 


"I'm not sure this is the greatest form 


of government," said Zettek. "But where 
is there a better one?"

The Nation 


The Senate voted, 67 to 11, to put a 


ceiling of 270,000 on draft calls over the 
next two years. Senators approved the 
limitation — 130,000 in the year starting 
July 1 and 140,000 in the subsequent year 
— as an amendment to « pending bill to 
extend the basic draft law for two more 
yean. A final vote on the bill itself has 
not been set.

A New York prosecutor said theft of 


securities is so extensive on Wall Street 
the only solution is to abandon use of 
stock certificates in favor of comput- 
erized accounting. Murray J. Gross, New 
York County district attorney, said the 
crime syndicate has found "the flimsy 
fortress of Wall Streeet security" easy to 
breach and now "has a virtual monopoly 
on disposition" of stolen negotiable cer- 
tificates.

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Harper Negotiations Left Bad Taste

A New« Analysis 


The 1971-72 salary negotiations at Har- 


per College in Palatine won't be remem- 
berpd by faculty members, adminis- 
trators or board members for the size of 
the salary hike 


As teachers have observed in the wake 


of the settlement, announced May 27, 
salary increases in the end were not the 
issue 


What will be recalled, especially by the 


faculty will be the bitter conclusion of 
the 1971-72 talks, a conclusion which 
Martin Ryan, president of the Faculty 
Senate, denounced last Thursday as a 
violation of "decency and good faith " 


To a majority of board members and 


administrators, the board okayed a set- 
tlement because there was simply no 
more time — in their minds — to bar- 
gain Besides, they assert talks had been 
•stalemated by "backward progress"' by 
the Faculty Senate negotiating team. 


To many of the teachers at the four- 


year-old community college, "decency" 
would have been to allow the Senate and 
(acuity to act on the package 


FINALLY. TO A reporter covering the 


story, the entire situation is a mass of 
faculty charges, quiet countercharges 
and the inevitable confusion which fol- 
lows two months of closed door negotia- 
tions. 


Two particular issues — "good faith" 


and "unionism" — are the issues which 
will be remembered much longer than 
the monetary settlement. They are issues 
which relate to the overall state of health 
of the college's faculty. 


"Good faith" was one of the many 


points Ryan hurled at the board last

Thursday He said an inherent part of 
the negotiations process had been vio- 
lated when the faculty was not allowed to 
vote on the package approved by the 
board 


B o a r d member Jessalyn Nicklas, 


chairman of the board's team, quietly re- 
plied the board had no other choice but 
to approve the package, as no time was 
left for further negotiations. 


In private, board members and admin- 


istrators added the Faculty Senate team 
had shown "bad faith" on several occa- 
sions during the talks. 


RYAN FURTHER charged that a let- 


ter, advising faculty members to return 
signed contracts by June 4 or the teach- 
ers would be considered unemployed, 
had "all the scared bravado of a twelve 
year old on the brink of puberty." 


Such charges — as well as a charge 


that President Robert Lahti told Ryan 
that negotiations could not go beyond the 
end of school — reflect the mood of 
members of the faculty and the Faculty 
Senate. 


Communications in the past two years 


between the Senate and the board has 
been reasonably open. However, espe- 
cially last year, as tenure and grievance 
procedures were developed, some faculty 
members were upset about what they 
felt was a "deceptiveness" from the 
board and administration. 


"Unionism" is the second concern. 


Senate officials and others assert they 
don't want a union, but they state that 
this year's negotiations may bring one 
closer to Harper. 


ADMINISTRATORS ARGUE that a 


union — and union contracts — lurked in 
the background during negotiations. It is 
clear college officials fear a union. 


Whether a union would be desirable for 


faculty members is a much-debated 
point. Several years ago, the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT) and the 
Illinois Education Assn. (IEA) talked to 
Harper teachers. There was little inter- 
est at that time in affiliation. 


However, affiliation and unionization is 


the national trend. As Newsweek points 
out this week, community colleges, lack- 
ing entrenched academic status and stat- 
us, are likely to face increased collective 
bargaining and unionization. 


And Harper administrators fear the 


community will suffer financially if the 
college is locked into agreements with 
the AFT or NEA-IEA. Thus, they fear 
unionization or affiliation. 


The college's faculty, however, is pas- 


sive, not militant. Further, the job mar- 
ket for college professors is bleak, and 
there's little serious interest at this point

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in activism. The faculty's refusal to 
mount a fierce battle against college offi- 
cials in the wake of the latest dispute is 
a sign of that passivity. 


BUT PASSIVITY does not equal uncon- 


cern. By and large the Harper faculty is 
troubled and concerned about certain as- 
pects of Harper life. 


This winter, the Herald interviewed 


three faculty members, one of whom is a 
member of the Faculty Senate. All three 
indicated Harper is a first-rate commu- 
nity college, and they find it generally a 
progressive institution. 


But the three were sharply critical of 


top-level administration and the board. 
They asserted that unilateral, insensitive 
actions typified many moves by both 
board and administration. 


This year's settlement only encourages 


the discontent which exists at Harper. 
The faculty — perhaps mainly the more 
active, concerned members — thus feels 
alienated. 


There's a trend in higher education to 


include faculty on all levels in governing 
and 
leading colleges. 
But 
Harper, 


through its emphasis on management 
techniques, has excluded the general fac- 
ulty from having meaningful power at 
the college, many teachers feel. 


AN INDICATION OF the discontent is 


the turnover in division heads. This year 
three have resigned, and the same num- 
ber resigned in the preceding year. Some 
resignations mirror the discontent. 


When teachers return to the regular 


session this fall, they will gain an aver- 
age 6.83 per cent salary increase. Pro- 
motion in rank will mean an automatic 
10 per cent hike, and medical and hospi- 
talization benefits will.climb, with the 
college paying the bill. 


Statistics provided by the college's ad- 


ministration reveal the settlement is in- 
deed generous. In comparison to profiles 
prepared by several state and national 
educational groups, the total increase — 
8.565 per cent in the budget — is agreed 
by teachers to be generous. 


The board members generally feel the 


settlement is fair. But many faculty 
members won't remember the money; 
they'll remember what they believe is a 
breach in "decency" by the board.

Vote 'Yes9 


For Schools 


Voters in Elk Grove Township 


Elementary School Dist. 59 will go 
to the polls Saturday to decide the 
fate of two tax rate increases — 
one for 21 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation in the education fund and 
the other for 6 cents per $100 in the 
building fund. 


The Herald urges them to vote 


"yes" on both proposals. In that 
way they can rescue the district 
from a financial crisis over which 
it has had no control. 


The rate increases will raise the 


taxes on a house assessed at 
$10,000 by $27 a year, a prospect 
distasteful 
to 
any homeowner 


caught in the trap of spiraling 
taxes. 


However, if the referendum is 


defeated, the quality of education 
for children in Dist. 59 will depend 
wholly on the whim of the Illinois 
Supreme Court, 


The district's present financial 


problems are the result of the deci- 
sion handed down in March by Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Walter Dahl that 
held corporate personal property 
tax unconstitutional. 


That ruling and a second, con- 


flicting ruling are now going to the 
Supreme Court for decision. If the 
Dahl ruling is upheld Dist. 59 must 
have the new money provided by 
the referendum or educational and 
maintenance budgets must be cut 
by eight and 19 per cent respective- 
ly. 


Before the Dahl decision upset 


the district's budget plans, district 
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Deny Low-Quality Education Charge 


officials had managed to plan a 
"hold the line" budget which would 
maintain educational services in 
the district while staying within 
available income — no small feat 
intimes of inflation. 


In order to do this, district offi- 


cials not only planned no new pro- 
grams for next year, but planned 
to increase the district's borrowing 
position to the legal limit. 


If the district is now forced to cut 


the budget, it must begin eliminat- 
ing classroom teachers, increasing 
class size and diminishing the qual- 
ity of education offered. 


Dist. 59 voters can look at the 


effect of such cuts in their neigh- 
boring district, Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25. After suffering a referen- 
dum defeat in March, Dist. 25 has 
eliminated 10 per cent of the staff 
for next year and will be increas- 
ing class sizes. Also, the in- 
strumental music program has 
been eliminated. 


To avoid such budgetary blood- 


shed in Dist. 59, voters should ap- 
prove the referendum. 


If the Dahl decision is over- 


turned, the board of education has 
pledged not to levy the new tax 
rate and voters should expect them 
to keep that promise. 


Voters should not cast the fate 'of 


education in the district to the 
courts. The referendum is the only 
way to give the district officials a 
way to preserve educational quali- 
ty if the Dahl decision is upheld. 


Shannon To Fill 
Plan Unit Post 


William Shannon was appointed Tues- 


day to replace Stephen Schwellenbach as 
chairman of the Elk Grove Village Plan 
Commission. 


The appointment, made by Village 


Pres. Charles Zettek, was confirmed by 
the village board. 


Shannon, of 313 Higgins Rd., is em- 


ployed as an assistant manager with 
New York Life Insurance Co., Chicago. 
He has been a member of the commis- 
sion since October, 1968. 


Schwellenbach, of 240 Fern Dr., chair- 


man of the commission since 1965, re- 
signed after accepting a job transfer to 
San Francisco. An attorney, he later 
found another position with a govern- 
ment defense supply agency in Chicago. 


He said yesterday the resignation still 


holds and recalled that his appointment 
by former village president Jack Pahl 
six years ago was "temporary." He 
served on the commission for seven 
years. 


In other appointments by Zettek, Neil 


Cnoney. the chairman of the municipal 


housing commission and a former park 
board commissioner, was appointed to 
the plan commission to replace Nanci 
Vanderweel who was elected as a village 
trustee in April. Cooney is a bank presi- 
dent. 


Trustee Edward Kenna was appointed 


to replace Zettek on the community ser- 
vice and mental health board, the policy- 
setting body for community service. Kes- 
na is a member of the housing commis- 
sion. 


Zettek also appointed Kenna as a liai- 


son with the Elk Grove Village Associ- 
ation of Industry and Commerce.

L6 Million 


Budget OKd 
By Trustees 


A $2.6 million budget which does not 


call for a tax increase, was approved 
unanimously Tuesday by the Elk Grove 
Village Board of Trustees. 


"This budget represents no increase in 


taxes, yet provides the best in municipal 
services," said Trustee George Spees. 


He said tiie budget represented many 


hours of work including heated dis- 
cussions and meetings among board 
members that lasted into the early morn- 
ing hours. 
i 


"Each and every budget item was 


weighed and discussed," he said. 


The 1971-72 budget, $2,263,795, is 14 per 


cent more than in the previous fiscal 
year. 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek appointed 


a committee of three trustees, James 
O'Brien, Edward Kenna, and Ronald 
Cheruick, to begin working on the 1972-73 
budget. Their job is to determine where 
increased revenues will come from and 
report back to the board by Aug. 3. 


Chernick's comments indicated that 


the village will not have the revenue 
next year to provide the same services 
while keeping a balanced budget. 


"We won't have the money next year," 


said Chernick, noting that when work on 
the 1971-72 budget was started some $1 
million had to be trimmed in order to 
come up with a balanced budget. 


In an interview earlier with George 


Coney, village finance director, he said 
that though this fiscal year's budget is a 
tight one it is expected to get tighter next 
year unless additional means of revenue 
are found. 


Coney said the village board will have 


to decide before September where it will 
get increased revenue for the 1972-73 
budget. 


September is the deadline for filing a 


tax levy with Cook County authorities. 


Increased revenues may be obtained 


through a police and fire protection tax, 
several smaller taxes, or a utility tax. 


The utility tax is the most equitable 


because it affects both property owners 
and renters, Coney said. 


Coney said the cost of providing ser- 


vices is constantly going up along with 
the increased demands for services and 
rising labor costs. 


"It's getting tougher to meet current 


expenditures with current revenues," he 
said. 


Coney has played a role in preparing 


village municipal budgets for 10 years. A 
former trustee, he has been the finance 
director for 17 months.

Two Former 
Bank Execs 
Get 2 Years 


Two former officials of the Bank of 


Rolling Meadows were sentenced to two 
years in prison Tuesday after pleading 
guilty to charges of misapplication of 
bank money in 1965. 


The officials, Hubert Watson of In- 


verness, former bank president, and Jo- 
seph J. Donovan of Palatine, former 
bank director, were sentenced by U.S. 
District Court Judge Frank McGarr on 
charges they misapplied more than 
$900,000 in funds which were used to buy 
stock in Westec Co. of Houston. 


They pleaded guilty to charges they 


purchased 6,250 shares of Westec Co. 
stock in their names and those of fic- 
titious persons, with five loans obtained 
from the bank. Federal law prohibits 
bank officers from lending money to 
themselves except in special circum- 
stances. 


The missing funds were discovered af- 


ter the Westec Co. failed in 1966, accord- 
ing to U. S. Atty. William Thomas. In- 
dictments were handed down in 1969 
against Watson, Ddnovan and stock- 
broker John M. Pogue of Inverness. The 
charges against Pogue were dismissed 
because of lack of evidence, Thomas 
said. 


The indictment said the Bank of Roll- 


ing Meadows lost $425,000 in the scheme. 


Bank president John Woods said the 


bank was later "fully covered by insur- 
ance." Woods was a bank director in 
1969 and said the scheme was discovered 
during a director's audit. 


The court ordered Watson and Dono- 


van to begin their sentences June 25.

About 65 persons attended yesterday's 


funeral services for Albert F. Volz, 100, 
former mayor of Arlington Heights and 
former state representative. 


"Your life and my life have been made 


better because of the dedicated work of 
Mr. Volz," said the Rev. Paul Stumpf 
during services at the First Presby- 
terian Church of Arlington Heights. 


Rev. Stumpf said Mr. Volz had "in- 


tegrity, honesty and a willingness to 
serve his community" which made him 
stand head and shoulders above other 
men. Mr. Volz showed "the good one 
man can do for his community and other 
people." 


During the services, the Lord's Prayer 


was sung by Barbara Doscher, one of 
Mr. Volz's grandchildren. Mr. Volz was 
buried in the Wheeling Township Ceme- 
tery, Arlington Heights. 


Mr. Volz has been given credit for sug- 


gesting a highway be built parallel to the 
Chicago and North Western Rwy. tracks 
and, in the 1920's, Northwest Highway 
became a traffic artery for the Nprth- 
west suburbs. 


THE VETERAN POLITICIAN was 


also reportedly the man who originated 
the idea of a tax-supported park district. 


"You can't support a park on volun- 


tary subscription," used to be his max- 
im, and in 1925 the Arlington Heights 
Park District wds created. Mr. Volz 
served on the first park board. 


When Mr. Volz was mayor, in the early 


1900s he felt a new village hall was 
needed and was upset with public reluc- 
tance to build one. An astute political 
mind, Mr. Volz arranged for the village 
insurance firm to threaten cancellation 
of a policy unless a better building was 
provided to house the pumps and boilers 
of the village water works. 


"When the letter came in, I took it 


right down to Charlie Paddock and put it 
in the paper. You never saw so many 
people anxious for a village hall," he 
said a few years ago. Tho new building 
was completed in 1914. 


During his lifetime, Arlington Heights 


grew from a population of less than 900 
to more than 64,000. A life-long Republi- 
can, Mr. Volz served on the village 
board, school board, park board and 
many other boards and committees in 
the village and the area. 


IN HONOR OF MR. Volz's JOOth birth- 


day, his picture was used on this year's 
vehicle stickers for Arlington Heights. A 
celebration planned by civic and busi- 
ness leaders for his May 12 birthday was 
delayed, and never held, when he was 
admitted to the hospital for a heart con- 
dition. 


In memory of Mr. Volz, flags in Arling- 


ton Heights were flown- at half staff ear- 
lier this week.

From Montiers 
To Suburbia... 


Rescue Mission 


In the fall of 1917 during World 


War I. a group of Salvation Army 
officers and "lassies" serving in 
France, fried a batch of doughnuts 
over a homemade stove on a rain- 
swamped, muddy battlefield near 
Montiers. 


They succeeded in bringing "a 


touch of home" to the doughboys of 
that war. bogged down, lonesome, 
embittered, homesick, longing for 
some homely touch of America. 


Within days the story of the 


doughnuts — rolled with an empty 
bottle as a rolling pin, cut to pat- 
tern with a soldier's pocket knife, 
and fried in a small pan that held 
only seven doughnuts at a time — 
spread from end to end of the 
A.E.F. sector of France. 


In appreciation of The Salvation 


Army's service during World War 
I. and especially the providing of 
homemade doughnuts, the return- 
ing doughboys organized and con- 
ducted the sale of doughnuts on the 
streets of many major cities, in- 
cluding Chicago. Proceeds from 
these sales were contributed to the 
work of The Salvation Army. 


The doughnut and 
Salvation 


Army service became inevitably 
and eternally identified with each 
other in the United States. 


Later, in Chicago, the doughnut 


was used as a tag emblem on vari- 
ous community fund-raising efforts 
in different parts of the city as well 
as suburbs. As long as practical, 
real doughnuts were used. Even- 
tually the paper doughnut tag was 
adopted as the lapel marker of 
those who gave to The Salvation 
Army 


Starting in 1939. an area-wide tag 


day was inaugurated. The paper 
doughnut was officially made the 
symbol of this day and this day's 
giving to The Salvation Army. Chi- 
cago is the only major metropoli- 
tan area in the United States that 
has so continued the tradition of 
the doughnut. 


The first doughnut tag day was 


conducted by approximately 500 
volunteer workers, and a total of 
$15.000 in income was realized. 
Through the intervening years the 
assistance of various organizations 
such as women's clubs, Parent- 


T e a c h e r Associations, church 
groups, service clubs and industri- 
al firms has increased the volun- 
teer force to 9,000 annually. They 
raise an average of $195,000 in the 
one-day tagging effort.

How so? Becaust, the author of "Mari- 


juana — the New Prohitibion" told the 
National Commission on Marijuana and 


Prisoner Of War 


Drug Abuse in Washington recently, "It 
will be.valuable for those who use alco- 
hol to be confronted once and for all — 
every time they enter a liquor store — 
with the fact that they are using a drug. 


"And conversely, it will also be healthy 


when our young people realize that in 
some sense they are no better than alco- 
hol drinkers." 


Marijuana, he says, should be sold le- 


gally and taxed, with age limits and 
quality control, Just as alcohol has been 
since the repeal of Prohibition. Just as 
Prohibition had to be repealed to get the 
mob out of the liquor business, mari- 
juana will have to be sold under license 
by legitimate businessmen to get the 
drug pushers out of the marijuana busi- 
ness. 


Marijuana U a dangerous drug, but no 


more dangerous than alcohol, Kaplan ar- 
gues. 


"The repeal of prohibition did not im- 


ply Judgment that alcohol was not dan- 
geroui," he ponts out. "Rather, it meant 
that the tocial coat of trying to enforce 
that unenforceable drug control measure 
far outweighed its benefits in improved 
public bMlth." 


ThaiociaJ costs of marijuana prohibi- 


tion, ha says, are the alienation of the 


young and the undermining of their re- 
spect for the law. More than that, exag- 
gerations of the harm of marijuana are 
inhibiting the education of young people 
about really dangerous drugs, such as 
heroin and LSD. 


There is logic in this — but wait a min-

ute. Is marijuana use among the younger 
generation really all that pervasive, and 
permanent? 


An investigation of a number of east- 


ern campuM* by a reporter for the Wall 
Street Journal suggests that, at least in 
that part of the country, marijuana is 
becoming old hat. More and more, the 
drug of choice among really hep under- 
gradutos to alcohol, in all its forms. 


The reasons for the rise and fall of 


marijuana's popularity, if falling It ii, 
are complex. 


For one thing, It's expensive. For the 


price of a few "Joints," you can buy sev- 
eral evening's worth of good wive. 


Some ooierven uy the more back to 


booze is a reaction against the "counter 
culture," which rejected everything ac- 
cepted by the older generation. 


It may also be a matter of ex- 


perimentation with something "new." As 
one Harvard long-hair puts it, "I've dis- 
covered a whole new high." 


This kind of statement has about the 


same intellectual depth as similar ones 
extolling pot, but other students are 
switching because of bad experiences 
with the weed. 


"Psychologically," 
says 
one 
Ivy 


League senior, "marijuana gets to you. 
I'm drinking now instead." 


Not that there would be any great 


cause for rejoicing it-young America now 
went whole hog for alcohol. But certainly 
it is far from an incontestable fact that it 
is totally committed to marijuana, as 
Professor Kaplan and many others seem 
to believe. 
' 


If today's students, when they become 


the "establishment," decide in their wis- 
dom that marijuana should be legalized, 
that will be up to them. 


But the present Establishment should 


not rush in to do it for them on the basis 
of what may be, after an, merely a pass- 
ing fad.

Working mothers and housewives who 


employ household help — such as a maid 
or babysitter — may be employers with- 
out realizing it. And employers have spe- 
cial tax obligations. If you pay your help 
$50 or more during a calendar quarter, 
you must file quarterly Social Security 
tax returns for your employe. Besides 
meeting your legal obligation, you'll be 
helping your employee receive full Social 
Security coverage. 


Jan. 31, April 30, July 31 and Oct. 31 


are the dates for filing quarterly Social 
Security tax returns. You must send in 
amounts withheld from your household 
worker along with your own share of the 
Social Security tax. Employer and em- 
ploye must each contribute 4.8 per cent 
of total wages paid for last quarter of 
1970 and 5.2 per cent for the year 1971. 


Use Form 942 for filing and making 


payments. You can get that form with 
instructions and all the details at local 
Internal Revenue Service offices. 


TWA Passenger 
Traffic Up 5% 


Trans World Airlines' traffic rose 5 per 


cent over U. S. domestic routes during 
the first six months of its "twin-seat" 
Ambassador Service. 


From the inauguration of the new ser- 


vice last November through April, TWA 
flew 5.7 billion passenger miles, up 5 per 
cent over the same 1969-1970 months. 


TWA's increase ran counter to the U. 


S. domestic trunkline industry as a 
whole, which showed zero gain during 
the six-month comparison. 


The Ambassador Service is available 


on 125 daily flights connecting Chicago 
and 18 other U. S. cities, or between 70 
per cent of TWA's major long-haul mar- 
kets.

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Another Mother For Peace 


They Hope To Eliminate War 


by MARY B. GOOD 


It has been said that a woman can do 


just about anything if she puts her mind 
to it. 


Consider 150,000 females all crusading 


for peace. 


These women are organized as Another 


Mother for Peace (AMP), a not-for-profit 
association of individuals devoted to 
eliminating war as a way to settle dis- 
putes between nations, peoples and ideol- 
ogies. 


Why mothers for peace? The group be- 


lieves that those who have given life 
must be dedicated to preserving it. 


Some of the members aren't women. 


Some are celebrities like Donna Reed 
Owen. Joanne Woodward and Paul New- 
man, Mr and Mrs. Leonard Bernstein, 
Mr. and Mrs. Dick Van Dyke. But most 
are just plain people who never met a 
celebrity and could care less . . . Gls in 
Vietnam, students, housewives. 


THERE ARE PEOPLE like Mrs. 


Dorothy Lundahl of Rolling Meadows, 
who said, "In only a few months as a 
member, I have grown immensely as a 
better-informed, inspired and more in- 
fluential citizen and mother. Others, too, 
are looking for a way to channel their 
hopes and fears into meaningful, united 
action." 


Money comes mainly from the sale of 


peace products bearing artist Lorraine 
Schneider's creative, child-like design 
with the statement, "War Is Not Healthy 
For Children and Other Living Things," 
an AMP exclusive. 


Members advocate a militant approach 


for change. The mothers are bucking for 
a Department of Peace. 


"War is obsolete," they say. "There is 


no mother who is enemy to another 
mother." 


"THIS WAR IS NOT only responsible 


for most of our economic ills; this war is 
tearing us apart as a people," said Bess 
Myerson Grant, commissioner of con- 
sumer affairs for New York City at a 
World Mother's Day Assembly. 


"The enemy is in Times Square, on 


Wilshire Boulevard - it's smog," Mrs. 
Grant declared. "The enemy is in Appa- 


lachia and the ghettos of Harlem and 
Watts — it's hunger and despair. The 
enemy is polluted water and air — and 
polluted hope." 


AMP tells members to write letters to 


heads of companies who produce war 
products. Some of their targets are Gen- 
e r a l Electric (missile equipment); 
Whirlpool Corp. (beehive projectiles); 
Bulova Watch Co. (parts for high ex- 
plosives); Honeywell, Inc. (parts for 
rockeye bomb clusters); .Dow Chemical 
(bomb nose assemblies, herbicides); 
General Motors (warhead and exploder 
designs for torpedoes, 155 mm self-pro- 
pelled Howitzers); Motorola, Inc. (fuzes 
for 40 mm shells). 


"War profits are without honor in this 


desperate time," said Mrs. Grant. 


ANOTHER MOTHER for Peace asks 


members to do their "peace" homework. 
Their "bible" tells them exactly what 
to do, where to write, how to go about 
activism. The "bible" is a 123-page ac- 
tivist's handbook called, "Another Moth- 
er's Datebook for Peace." 


It suggests political action, media at- 


tack, consumer power, peace education 
of the youth. 


Here are examples of Another Moth- 


er's peace weapons: 


—Give AMP seals to a new mother to 


put on her birth announcements. 


—Visit the local draft board and ob- 


serve; then ask a clerk for information 
on legal alternatives to the draft. 


—Decorate your child's lunchbox with 
"War Is Not Healthy" decals. 


—Put AMP newsletters in your pedia- 


trician's office. 


-SEND A FATHER'S DAY card to 


your Congressman with a note asking 
him to inform you as to the number of 
fathers in this country who have lost 
sons in wars in this century. 


—Write the chancellor of your nearest 


college, asking him if the school is doing 
any chemical warfare research. 


—Bake some cookies with your chil- 


dren and take them to the nearest veter- 
ans hospital. 


—Resolve to includes at least one sen- 


tence about your peace activities in ev- 
ery personal letter you write. 


—Write your Congressman and ask for 


his anti-war statements so you can give 
them to your neighbors. 


—Discuss with your local toy store the 


possibility of banning war toys. 


—Ask your child to help you start a 


news clipping file for your peace home- 
work and his school reports. 


—WRITE THE PRESIDENT of one 


major TV network, asking for more pro- 
grams showing the dangers of the arms 
race. 


—Send a penny to the Secretary of the 


Treasury, saying you resent being taxed 
for war, but would gladly pay for a De- 
partment of Peace. 


Another Mother for Peace may take an 


offbeat approach to ending the war, but 
it's sure to stir more interest and atten- 
tion than staying home knitting.

and chores, and you may be a candidate 
for an ambulance headed for a hospital 
— or a morgue. 


Marjorle May, accident prevention spe- 


cialist with the Greater New York Safety 
Council, said in an interview that care- 
lessness more than anything else sinks 
summer fun. Showing off also can have 
lethal results. 


Careless was the word for the man 


who poured gasoline into the hot tank of 
the power mower when It ran out of gas 
half-way through the lawncutting. The 
resultant explosion blinded him. 


Showing off was the phrase for the 


young man who dove into the water 
backwards to Impress his girlfriend. He 
lived But he'll never swim, walk or even 
drive a car again. He broke his back and 
can't use his arms or legs. 


Mrs. May, an accident fighter for 25 


years, offered these additional specific 
tips on summer situations: 


COOKOUTS. Keep small children away 


from the fire. Place the grill in a place 
free of debris, overhanging branches or 
dry grass that could burn. Don't squirt 
flame-starter on an existing fire to build 
it up The fire can follow the stream into 
the can — which can explode in your 
hands. And don't use gasoline to start 
any fire. Gasoline explodes worse than 
the commercial fire-starters. 


Wear an apron over a bikini if you're 


doing the cooking. Grease splatters on 
the tummy hurt as much as grease splat- 
ters on any other part of the anatomy. 
Don't put anything in aerosol cans near 
the heat from the grill. The can may ex- 
plode if it gets too hot. 
' 


Make it a cookout and outdoor rule: 


shoes or something protective on feet, 
please. Broken glass, twigs, tree roots 
and you name it can cut and otherwise 
injure feet. 


WATER, DRINKING and dunking. Un- 


sure of the safety of a water supply out 
of doors, boil the water hard — a full 
fast boil for 10 minutes. Don't swim until 


one hour after eating, .wen though 
there's some feeling among some author- 
ities that it's okay to eat and swim im- 
mediately. Mrs. May said that may be 
okay for some persons but generally it's 
best to wait. 


Don't jump head-first into unfamiliar 


water. You muy hit a submerged rock or 
a tree trunk or some other object that 
will crack your skull. Don't swim alone 
and don't swim in water that isn't con- 
sidered safe. If the water has a bad odor 
or if you notice anything emptying into it; 
from a sewer pipe, stay away. Exercise 
caution at all times. 


PICNICS. DON'T pack cold food until 


the last minute and then only in contain- 
ers you know will keep food below 50 de- 
grees. At temperatures above that food 
containing salad dressing, cream and 
such is apt to spoil and cause food poi- 
soning. 


Don't show off — whatever it is that 


you're doing. Such tactics include horse- 
playing. "Usually, sooner or later, some- 
one gets hurt," Mrs. May said. "All too

Oi Fireplace 


Fireplaces oftentimes lag behind the 


rest of the house in modernization, so if 
yours isn't a huge stone fixture you may 
want to give it a facelifting.

Marriage Will Change Tax Status 


Should a June bride take her CPA 


along on her honeymoon? Not neces- 
sarily, but it might be a good idea to 
check with him when she gets back. 


Robert F. Dickey, president of the Illi- 


nois Society of Certified Public Accoun- 
tants, points out that marriage changes 
one' income tax status, especially if both 
husband and wife plan to continue work- 
ing If they don't arrange to have with- 
holding* from their paychecks coincide 
with their anticipated tax obligations, 
they may end the year owning consid- 
erably more than has been withheld. 


The problem arises, Dickey says, from 


the fact that the withholding charts do 
not take Into account the possibility that 
the taxpayer's spouse also has income, 
moving him into a higher tax bracket. 


To avoid having too little tax withheld, 


working newlyweds should compute what 
their taxes for the year will be, based on 
filing both joint and individual returns to 
determine which results in the lesser tax 
liability. Then the newly married couple 
should ask their employers to withhold 
enough to cover the expected taxes. 


ONE REASON for a working couple to 


file separate returns, the ISCPA presi- 
dent says, would be heavy medical bills 
incurred by one of them. Three per cent 
of adjusted gross Income must be sub- 
tracted from such bills before they caa 
be deducted and three per cent of one 
income is less than three per cent of 


both. 


In some instances, provisions of the 


1969 Tax Reform Act that took effect this 
year favor single taxapyers over mar- 
ried ones, a reversal of the oplicy that 
has prevailed since 1948. If both man and 
wife have substantial incomes, they may 
find themselves paying more taxes than 
they would if single. 


They can't avoid' this by filing separate 


returns, the CPA Society says, because 
the lower rates apply only to unmarried 
individuals. 


If both husband and wife are em- 


ployed, however, they will be helped by 
another new provision which affords 
more favorable tax treatment for earned 
income.

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Picture-Taking h Cheap — If You Don 9t Develop Film 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - You can buy 


a pretty good little camera these days 
for about 112.49. And color film to fit it is 
only around $1.12 a roll. So photography 
can be a fairly inexpensive habit. 


Provided you don't have the film de- 


veloped. 


But M you're the curious type who 


must know how the pictures you take 
turn out, snapshot addiction can cost you 
a lot of money. The worst part is the way 
it preys on young people. 


Last Christmas, to cite a case history 


with which I am personally familiar, my 
teenage daughter got a $12.49 camera. 
We never knew who gave it to her. It 
just mysteriously appeared under the 


tree in a a package bearing her name. 


That should have made us suspicious. 


But we assumed the tag with the donor's 
name had been submerged in the great 
Christmas morning paper blizzard. Now 
we know better. 


IN THE FIVE months that she has had 


the camera, I estimate we have spent 
approximately $1,372 on film devel- 


opment. Not counting what she may have 
paid out of her allowance without our 


The other evening, while putting some 


of her clothes away, her mother found 
the tell-tale paper slip hidden in a dress- 
er drawer. We knew immediately that 
our daughter had left another roll of film 
at the drug store for development. 


"I think this kid needs professional 


help," my wife said, and I agreed. 


Fortunately, the area where I live has 


an excellent snapshot addiction treat- 
ment center. I went there for advice. 


"Evidently you don't know much about 


film abuse," an attendant told me. "If 
it's any comfort to you, some 80 per cent 
of the other teenagers in this area have 


at least experimented with photography, 
and about half of them use cameras 
regularly. 


"MOST CAMERA DEALERS are film 


pushers. They'll sell you a camera at a 
discount, or even at a loss, knowing that 
once you're hooked you'll keep coming 
back for fixatives.

Stole Senate, Governor Must Approve 
Mental Health Tax Gets OK 


Legislation which would enable town- 


ships to ralM taxes for mental health 
purposes has cleared the Illinois House 
of Representatives, with a boost from 
Rep 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington 


Heights. 


The bill must be approved by the State 


Senate and Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie be- 
fore townships would have the opportuni- 
ty to provide money to mental health 
agencies 


Authored by Rep Robert S. Juckett, 


(R-Park Ridge), the bill is designed to 
restore revenue lost by the agencies 
when a court ruling last year barred 
t o w n s h i p s from distributing surplus 
funds to them. 


That ruling cut off substantial funds 


from the Clearbrook Center in Rolling 
Meadqws. Countryside School for the

A spokesman at Clearbrook estimated 


that the center lost $160,000 annually 
from Schaumburg. Palatine, Wheeling, 
Elk Grove and Maine townships 


The court ruling was based on the fact 


that there was no statutory provision for 
townships to levy taxes for mental 
health. Juckett's bffl would add that au- 
thority to the law governing operation of 
townships. 


THE BILL originally provided that 


townships could construct and operate 
mental health facilities or contract with 
public and private agencies for such ser- 
vices. 


It was this provision that apparently 


earned the legislation a cool response in 
the House when presented for approval 
on March 10. Juckett requested that the 
vote be postponed when it became evi- 
dent that it would not win House approv- 
al. 


Mrs. Chapman then submitted an 


amendment restricting the disbursement 
of mental health funds to agencies ap- 
proved by the Illinois Department of 
Mental Health which have served the 
township area for more than one year. 


With that restriction, the bill was ap- 


proved in the House Monday with 95 fa- 
voring votes, six more than required.

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Middleton Seeks New Judge 


•Dr. Junes A. Middleton asked yester- 
day that • new Judge be named to pre- 
»W« over his trial, claiming that Circuit 
Court Judge Robert Downing is prej- 
udiced in the case. 


Dr. Middleton, who has been charged 


with deviate sexual assault by two of his 
female patients, made the request in a 
petition yesterday in Judge Downing's 
courtroom at the Criminal Courts Build- 
ing in Chicago. 


Judge Downing declined to act on the 


motion 
following 
an objection 
from 


James Kavanaugh, assistant state's at- 
torney, and continued the case until June 
16. The Judge said he wanted to give both 
sides an opportunity to research the law 
concerning changing Judges. 


The law states that a defendant can 


request a Judge change within seven 
days of the beginning of a cause without 
giving any reason, Judge Downing said. 


• Minutes after the case was called yes- 


terday, Kavanaugh told the court of new 
indictments against the doctor. The new 
indictments were drawn, he said, be- 
cause additional charges of aggravated 
battery had been brought against Middle- 
ton by the same two patients. 


KAVANAUGH EXPLAINED that the 


charges in the old indictments would not 
be prosecuted, but that the state would 
act on the charges of deviate sexual as- 


sault and aggravated battery mentioned 
in the new indictments. 


Dr. Middleton's attorney, Edward M. 


Genson, then filed the request for the 
change of judge, arguing that his client 
had a right to the change because he was 
requesting it within seven days of is- 
suance. 


Judge Downing said he was not sure 


that a simple change of indictment num- 
bers was sufficient to warrant the 
request and continued the matter for a 
week. 


Genson said in court that the request 


was not based on actual prejudice on the 
part of the judge, but outside the court- 
room a few minutes later said the doctor 
was alleging in the petition that the 
judge is prejudiced. The attorney refused 
to comment on why the doctor thinks the 
judge is prejudiced. 


The doctor appeared in court for only a 


few minutes yesterday. He was sworn in 
to testify regarding the petition to 
change judges at one point, but remained 
silent as the legal questions arose. 


DR. MIDDLETON was arrested in his 


office at 969 Elmhurst Rd., unincorpor- 
tated Des Plaines, Dec. 1. The arrest 
came after a two-month investigation 
during which several of the doctor's 
patients complained that he had drugged 
them and then sexually assaulted them. 


He was also arrested on charges of il- 


legal possession of explosives Dec. 31 
when federal agents raided his office and 
allegedly found pipe bombs, fuses, gun- 
powder and firing wax. 


He is free on bond on both the state 


and federal charges and is continuing his 
practice, while the federal charges are 
pending, awaiting indictment in a federal 
district court. 


Last week the Illinois Department of 


Registration and Education found Mid- 
dleton guilty of "dishonorable, unethical 
and unprofessional conduct," and "eng- 
aging fraud to obtain a license to prac- 
tice medicine" in the state. 


The state medical agency revoked the 


doctor's license to practice in the state, 
pending several avenues of appeal. Ed- 
ward Price, director of the department, 
said Dr. Middleton can continue his prac- 
tice until all his appeal procedures have 
been exhausted.

Arlington Heights Police Chief L. W. 


Calderwood put it simply when address- 
ing himself to the problem of keeping the 
Salvation Army's Des Plaines Commu- 
nity Counseling Center in operation. 


"It's just a case of too much work and 


not enough funds," he said. "There's no 
question in my mind of the great need 
for the services the center offers. It 
would be a good thing to keep it going." 


A policeman's job is a varied one. He's 


a traffic cop, a detective, a dog catcher. 
At the same time, however, he is a social 
worker, psychiatrist, counselor and hu- 
manitarian. 


It's just such duties that the policeman 


handles each day that makes the need 
for a community counseling center more 
important. 


CALDERWOOD, former member of 


the board of directors of the Salvation 
Army for four years until 1968, sees the 
counseling center as a referral service 
that takes the burden of family and juve- 
nile problems off the shoulders of the po- 
liceman and into the hands of full-time, 
more competent individuals with the pro- 
fessional training and background to help 
people. 


"The only way a counseling center can 


succeed," Calderwood said, "is to use 
the same approach as the Village of 
Niles, which has a counseling center 
funded completely by the village. It also 
needs competent people with the proper 
professional training. And, there should 
be a maximum of 40 people per social 
worker." 


Calderwood said Arlington Heights 


used to have a similar center called the 
Northwest Family Service but that it had 
to close about five years ago because of 
financial problems and the lack of per- 
sonnel. And that could be the fate of the 
Des Plaines counseling center unless

Calderwood said police handle family 


and juvenile situations the best way they 
can, referring some of the cases to the 
counseling center or making what is 
called station adjustments, in which, un- 
der the jurisdiction of the family court, 
the police department acts as a proba- 
tion officer in settling a problem with a 
juvenile. 


IN RARE instances, Calderwood said, 


police will file cases in court where the 
problem of a family or juvenile will be 
settled. 


"What we try to do is handle these in- 


stances of vandalism or shoplifting or 
family fights and disputes without going 
to court," the chief said. "We act as an 
arbiter, a friend of the family. We go in 
as a third person." 


Calderwood said many marital and 


parent-child problems are a result of eco- 
nomics, alcohol or incompatibility.

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Schaumburg's Retarded Class Ends 


by NANCY COWOER 


Today is the tot day a specially de- 


signed class (or an extremely limited 
munber of children will be held in 
Schaumburg Township's School Dist. 54. 


The Class of Children with Retarded 


Development (CCRD) will be held again 
next year for some of the tame children, 
and other* like them, but h will convene 
to the new Development*! Training Cen- 
ter in Palatine. It was begun in Schaum- 
burg's district two yean ago, on the 
request of the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Association. 


CCRD was designed (or retarded chil- 


dren. But there are many levels of retar- 
dation. Labels have been designated by 
the state for two major levels — edu- 
eable and trainable. Educable children 
are considered capable of receiving some 
academic instruction. Tramabtes are not 
The line is fine, and disagreement over 
the side on which an individual child be- 
longs is not uncommon There are al- 
ways borderline children. 


It was for these borderline children 


CCRD was devised. 


"The way classes were, there was a 


kind of lack for children on the border- 
line." said Mrs. EUi Stern, who has 
taught the class since it began The asso- 
ciation believed "with certain training, 
maybe we could push them up," devel- 
oping their potential more than would 
have been possible in classes either for 
educables or trainables, said Mrs. Stern. 


MOST OF THE children were "very 


poor" is language development, said 
Mrs Stern. The program has focused on 


that lack, hoping that developing lan- 
guage skills would foster improvement in 
the "total child," she said. By language 
skills, Mrs. Stern meant more than 
speech, although therapy is part of it. 
She meant vocabulary — understanding 
H and using It for expression. 


The class this year had seven pupils 


aged six to eight, all of whom had al- 
ready been in school in some shape or 
form. They were from throughout the 
NSSEO area, not Just Schaumburg. It 
concentrated on two major areas, behav- 
ior and academics. 


The children bad been acclimated to 


failure, and Mrs. Stern fett this retarded 
their initiative, handicapping their ability 
to develop the potential they had. It be- 
came important that the children "think 
of themselves in a very positive way," 
said Mrs. Stern. 


To show the children they could experi- 


ence the successes other children find, 
Mrs Stern put them to tasks she was 
certain they could accomplish with rela- 
tive ease The tasks increased in difficul- 
ty as the year progressed. She worked 
on their attention span, making the tasks 
gradually more time consuming. As they 
saw that they could succeed, their will- 
ingness to try new expenences grew. 


To reinforce this feeling of success, 


Mrs. Stern rewarded some of the chil- 
dren with treats of cold cereal early in 
the year. For others, spoken praise was 
enough. By Christmas, they all respond- 
ed to spoken praise, and no longer 
needed tangible rewards. 


THE ACADEMIC ASPECTS of the pro- 


gram might not have seemed academi- 
cally oriented to the casual observer. 
They "hit at language very hard," but 
used a variety of tools,—puppets, manne- 
quins, magnetic pieces, posters and pic- 
tures along with books. Two language de- 
velopment curriculum! were used — one 
very structured and the other very ma- 
nipulative. They bom aimed at children 
with a mental age of three to five and a 
half, not the children's six to eight chron- 
ological age. 


The structured part'of the program did 


not assume the children knew anything," 
said Mrs. Stern. It taught reading skills 
by having them listen to, speak and 
trace them with their fingers all at the 
same time. It taught 'mem by intensive 
repetition. Progress was slow, but defi- 
nite, said Mrs. Stern. 


The children have learned such things 


as differences between plurals and sing- 
ulars, verb tenses, opposites, speaking in 
whole sentence, some math concepts, 
social studies basics. They have become 
more extroverted, more willing to com- 
pete with non-retarded children because 
they can compete. Most of them will go 
into classes for the educable next year, 
although a few will remain in CCRD. 


THE PROGRAM HAS "really proven 


itself. It gave us an idea of what these 
children can do with intensive training. 
We have seen a change," said Mrs. 
Stern. 


But she cautions against applying this 


success to an retarded children. "We se- 
lected children we felt had a potential 
that wasn't tapped. We aimed at a spe- 
cific population.

"people of the world." 


As an example, he cited Pat Boone, 


flying to a Graham crusade in Min- 
neapolis to entertain young people.

ONE PIECE OF their literature states,

A Baseball Tradition Fades Away

NEW YORK - (NBA) - The recent 


announcement that ail weekday World 
Series games will be played at night 
starting in 1972 raised hardly an eye- 
brow, let alone a voice of protest. We 
have become encrusted. 


The National Broadcasting Co. and 


major league baseball signed a new four- 
year contract which is a study in con- 
flicting harmony Television is relentless 
in pandering tn the mode, while baseball 
has been steeped — some feel embalmed 
- in tradition. Night games will be seen 
in prime TV time, thus upping the ante 
for commercial advertisers. 


With it comes perhaps the destruction 


of one of the few worth-while traditions 
left in the country Weekday afternoon 
World Series games were a cohesive 
force in the country. Kids and teachers 
in schools, workers and bosses in facto- 
ries and offices shared a simultaneous 
harmless and immediate interest 
in 


something besides mundane problems, 
taxes, riots and Hot Pants

was

and cam- 


araderie, a coming-together, even If just 
for a week, even among fans rooting (or 
opposing teams. II was a positive thing. 
Everybody was rooting. 


Now, fans will return to the dark of 


their homes to view the games in one- 
eyed aloneness. Ol course, they did much 
the same In the past on weekends. Week- 
end games will continue to be played In 


the afternoon, but people are usually 
home then anyway. 


Tradition has become a saccharine 


concept in some circles today. Often it is 
all to the good. We are reappraising our 
views of government, education, mores, 
morals and entertainment, to name a 
few Yet, amidst all the current ferment, 
there has been a move back to nostalgia, 
to recalling the past. This living in a 
time long gone still accounts for much of 
the popularity of baseball. 


"We always looked forward to the next 


day of school when the teacher would let 
us listen to the World Series games on 
radio," recalled Cleon Jones, New York 
Mets' outfielder. "It was kind of in- 
spirational. I'm sorry to see it go " 


S o m e of us, like Tom Seaver, 


pitcher, would get "World Series flu" 
and stay home with fellow infirms to 
watch the games on school days. But oth- 
ers, like Joe Torre of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals, remember the excitement of One- 
ness when the Series scores were posted 
in his Brooklyn school class, inning by 
inning. 


Through the years, workday crowds 


have lingered in front of newspaper of- 
fices as the games were replayed by me-

MIKE BRASIC of Ashland, Wis. was 


fishing in Lake Superior just off Hough- 
ton Point last week, when something got 
hold of his nite-crawler baited hook and 
wouldn't let go. 


Brasic knew it was good. He's been 


around long enough to know the differ- 
ence between "ho hum," "pretty good" 
and "great " This fish, however, turned 
out to be in the "somethin' else" cate- 
gory, because when it was finally boated, 
Brasic steamed straight for the shoreline 
and the nearest pair of registered weigh- 
ing scales, 


It was i German Brown Trout, 38 


Inches long, that tipped the scales at a 
whopping 29 pounds 9 ounces. It beat the 
old Wisconsin state record by more than 
11 pounds, and as far as our own records 
It Is 3'a 
pounds heavier than any- 


thing else ever caught in North America. 
The closest U.S. record we could find Is 
George Langston's 26 Ib. 2 oz. Brown 
that he took out of the Dale Hollow 
tnilwaters In Tennessee some 13 years 
ago. 


Although far and away the biggest and 


most fish are taken trolling out of Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior on artificial 
lures, it is still hard to beat a nite craw- 
ler when nothing else is working 


But trolling a nlte crawler is still less 


efficient and a lot more destructive to 
the nite crawler than the casting-wig- 
gting method of fishing him 


North of Waukegan and in fact all 


along the Illinois and Wisconsin lake 
front, fishermen are scoring regularly 
with the lowly "worm." The reason some 
are successful consistently with the 
crawlers, while others merely seem to be 
taking them swimming is due to two im- 
portant "rules " 


First: You have to weigh your rig well 


ahead of the hook In order to keep the 
hook free to move around near the bot- 
tom. If you put weight right at the hook. 
It tends to drive the hook and the bait 
Into the bottom and pin it there. Fish, 
other than carp or catfish, can hardly 
find It when It's that low. All the trout 
and salmon are "look-up" fish. They 
swim angled toward the surface and they 
rarely ire able to spot food Hat on the 
floor. 


We still prefer some kind of slip-weight 


rig that keeps weight well ahead of the 
bait — and when a fish Hoes pick it up, 
the slip-weight lets him take line without 
feeling the pull of the sinker or split-shot. 


The second 
most important thing 


(which U actually equal in importance to 
the weight requirement) is hooking the 
nite crawler. There may be a dozen dif- 
ferent ways to hook him for various 
kinds of fish. But there is only one way 
to hook him for trout Forget about the 
muscle or collar of the nite crawler, and 
DON'T "th-pid" him Use a small hook 
and hook l.iin. from side to side, right 
through the head end. And hook him as 
close to the end as you can. still being

sure that it is in a heavy enough section 
to keep him on the hook. 


Hooked this way, the crawler can 


wriggle and move the hook around and 
up and down in the water. Hooked any- 
where else, you partly destroy the bait's 
ability to move and you also shorten his 
life considerably. 


Alter the weight and hook are correct, 


cast Into moving water and try to let the 
outfit follow current or ripples to a 
smooth pool or quiet water area. The 
trout lie in these areas, watching the 
moving water carry food into them. 


Elsewhere in Wisconsin, in fact almost 


everywhere in Wisconsin, fishing is sim- 
ply great. Even Musky action, always 
late in starting, is beginning earlier than 
usual in Vilas and Forest counties Lake 
Como, that "sleeper" lake that so many 
people talk about but not too many fish 
just across the street from Lake Geneva, 
is a g a i n p r o v i d i n g exceptional 
largemouth bass fishing. 


Last week an angler took a 5V2 pound- 


e r — a pretty fair largemouth — out of 
Como, casting a Johnson Silver Spoon 
covered with a pork chunk. This same 
rig also catches northern pike because it 
is so effective in heavily weeded waters. 
The pork chunk is put on so that it cov- 
ers the hook of the spoon. That way, it 
can be cast directly into heavy weed cov- 
er and lily pads and successfully retriev- 
ed 


Lake Geneva walleyes are starting too, 


but, as always, this is great for night 
fishermen. The walleyes, a clear water 
feeder, are too wary to move up where 
daytime fishermen can get at them. But 
at night they move up on the 10 and 12 
foot bars and are suckers for a jigged 
minnow. The rock bass are very active 
in Geneva Fish for them on the cribs 
and use a nite crawler. Or, if you like to 
spend money, soft-shelled crabs 


The bltiegills have apparently moved 


in on the spawning beds, because fish- 
ermen are finding them biting nearly ev- 
erywhere in all the lakes across the 
southern end of Wisconsin and in the 
northern end of Illinois' Chain of Lakes. 
They're using red worms and a bobber. 


Bass fishing is good on Pewaukee, 


Okauchee, Nagawicka and Lower Phan- 
tom lakes Single Spin raiders and arti- 
ficial worms are working best. But bass 
will also gobble a live nite crawler when 
nothing else works. In this case, too, I'd 
also hook him through the tip and work 
the worm very slowly right on the bot- 
tom from the shoreline back to the boat. 


And, as it is on the Illinois part of Lake 


Michigan, big coho and Chinook salmon 
continue to be caught, along with decent 
sized rainbow and brown trout. Besides 
nite crawlers, fishermen are using Ra- 
palas. Tadpolys and one of the all-time 
favorite trout spoons, the Little Cleo 


As the water temperatures continued 


to warm over the weekend, crappie fish- 
Ing began to slow down In the shallows, 
but still the hefty little panfish were ac- 
uve in the 16 to 12 foot depths where they 
were cooler aad more comfortable. Min- 
nows are the crappie favorite. 


And there are still a few white bass 


and walleyes running in the Wolf river 
and other waters in the Fremont area, 
but for the most part, these fish are back 
at home in Lake Winnebago, waiting for 
the fishermen who have the good sense 
to fish that lake. 


Winnebago, we have often written and 


always believed, is perhaps the most 
rewarding lake in the country. If only it 
were a little less windy and uncomfor- 
table to fbl it. 


and quickly the mourners gravitated 
from the coffin to the tube.

Jerry Hoffberger, chairman of the 


board of the Baltimore Orioles, believes 
that we will be losing no cohesiveness at 
all in the new move. 


"Before," he said, "kids in school and 


working people couldn't watch the big- 
gest sports spectacle in the world. Now, 
we'll be getting 25 or 30 million more 
people watching it. And they don't have 
to sit home alone. They can have World 
Series parties. It can be a beautiful com- 
ing together. Turn on your porch light 
and open your front door. Invite friends 
in. Remember what Bobby Kennedy 
said: 'Don't curse the darkness, light a 
candle.' 


"I remember when I was a kid and my 


father had a whole houseful of people sit- 
ting around at night listening to the 
Dempsey-Tunney fight on the wireless 
set. It was a good time." 


And Bill Veeck wonders if World Series 


night games won't actually have a bene- 
ficial sociological effects. 


"It'll be better than the usual violence 


and murder on at that time," he said. 


Night World Series games signal a 


passing of an era. The day may fade 
away but it will be missed, like the five- 
cent cigar.

Of course, it only takes one in the 
right place at the right time. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — In regard to your 


comment in your column, "If it were 
possible to treat every strep throat prop- 
erly rheumatic heart disease would 
cease to be a problem." It's possible 
And very simple I can't afford to take 
four children to the doctor for every sore 
throat and he wouldn't have time for ev- 
eryone if they could.

Rutherford Shirley Is the captain of a 


bamboo raft. 


He'U tell hU passengers he'i a good 


captain and within a few minutes they're 
convinced. 


Armed with only a long bamboo pole, 


Rutherford pilots the raft tt took him 
days to build through the rapids of the 
Martha Brae River with ease and fi- 


Shirley Is a 28-year-old Jamaican who 


looks like he's about 19. He's one of doz- 
ens of "captains" who maneuver their 
crude, but effective craft down the river 
a few miles outside Montego Bay. 


Rafting on the Martha Brae is one of 


the newest tourist attractions set up by 
the Jamaica Tourist Board. The hour- 
long float through the Jungle-like sur- 
roundings is near perfect solitude — bro- 
ken only by Rutherford's running com- 
mentary on the trees, plants, birds and 
legends of the "country" area of the sun- 
drenched Caribbean isle. 


THERE'S NOTHING really special 


about Shirley. He's Just like every other 
Jamaican. But that's what makes him 
special. It's also what makes Jamaica a 
special place to visit. 


"My name is Rutherford Shirley and 
m be your captain on this trip," he tells 
his two passengers, their faces painfully 
red from a little too much Jamaica sun. 


THEY'RE BOTH a little embarrassed 


at first because they didn't quite under- 
stand him. Obviously accustomed to the 
slight language barrier, he repeats him- 
self and his lips tighten as the smile 
stretches across his face. 


Shortly after he poles the long raft 


from its dock, Rutherford turns again to 
the lounging couple. "We're coming to 
some rapids now, but don't be afraid, 
I'm a good captain." 


The Americans break into laughter, 


then put! it up short. They're delighted 
by the friendly and boyish nature of this 
Tom Sawyerlsh character and disarmed 
by the heavy English Cockney flavor of 
his speech, but they don't want him to 
think they're laughing at him. 


THEIR CONCERN evaporates quickly 


however as their captain jokes and 
laughs with them, grinning the whole 
time, while his arm and back muscles 
draw tight against the long pole sticking 
in the muddy river bottom. 


The slight looking, yet extremely 


stable craft drifts slowly over the deep, 
placid section of river and Rutherford 
turns again to the passengers who by 
this time feel as though they've known 
him for years. 


RUTHERFORD SHIRLEY, a Jamaican "Tom 
Sawyer," 


ducks under a fallen limb as he maneuvers his bamboo 
raft down the Martha Brae River, just outside Montego 


"I hope you've enjoyed the trip. How 


long will you be able to stay with us in 
Jamaica?" His glistening teeth 
dis- 


appear instantly when he hears they are 
leaving in the morning before he tries to 
talk them into staying a little longer. 


MEETING FRIENDS on the dock, the 


conversation centers on the trip at first, 
but quickly turns to Shirley as the couple 
tells their friends of their wonderful cap- 
tain. They're surprised only momentarily 
when they find the other "captain" was 
equally friendly. "I guess they're all like 
that," they agree. 


And that's pretty much true. 
Young boys retrace their steps to lead 


tourists to the downtown Crafts Market. 
Taxicab drivers give guided tours on 
even the shortest runs. And teenagers on 
the street greet tourists, asking if they're 
having a good time. 


A good many of the Jamaican people 


are impoverished and probably wouldn't 
turn down a reward for going out of their 
way. They might even ask (or it. 


But for weeks after returning to the 


Chicago area, tourists find themselves 
daydreaming during quiet moments of 
beautiful and exciting Jamaica, and es- 
pecially the wonderful inhabitants of the 
island. 


Bay, Jamaica. Shirley is typical of the island's "friendly 
people" who provide lasting memories for thousands of 
tourists.

Condominium Building Trend Seen 


Since the Willow Creek Condominium 


Apartment Homes complex opened in 
Palatine three months ago, 117 units 
have been sold. The project is being built 
by Centex-Winston Corp. 


The first condominium building is over 


90 per cent .sold out and owners will be- 
gin to move in this month. The second 
condominium building was opened on 
May 8 and over one third of the 96 apart- 
ment homes have been sold. 


Commenting on the sales success, John 


Hensley. vice president of marketing, 
Centex-Winston Corp.. said, "Our market 
research studies and experience at Win- 
ston Hills Apartment Homes in Wood- 
ridge indicated that there was a market 
for mid-rise condominiums in the sub- 
urbs; however the strength of the market 
was underestimated. There is no doubt 
that this suburban mass market con- 
dominium success will be the forerunner 
of a condominium building trend." 


"Villages which formerly opposed con- 


dominiums on the basis of increased bur- 
den on schools are more and more wel- 
coming this type of development as an 
improvement of the tax base," he contin- 
ued. "For example, in the first con- 
dominium building at Willow Creek, 
there are only 19 school-age children, a 
much lower ratio than in single family 
homes in this area," he said. 


FIFTY-EIGHT per cent of the buyers 


in the first condominium building and 75 
per cent in the second condominium 
building are former renters although 
most have owned homes before. In the 
first condominium building the greatest 
majority of purchasers came from the 
neighboring northwest suburbs. A little 
more than 10 per cent of the buyers were 
from Chicago and the small segment re- 
maining were from other areas. In the 
second condominium building the buyer 
breakdown based on the first 20 sales fol- 
lows much the same pattern with the ex- 
ception of an increased percentage of 
buyers coming from Chicago. 


Each four-story building provides 96 


units — one. two. and three bedroom 
apartment homes ranging in price from 
$21.200 to $34,400. Located within the Wil- 
low Creek commercial complex, owners 
may use the facilities of the adjoining 
Club House and Olympic-sized swimming 
pool and bathhouse which is included in 
the price of the condominiums. The Club 
House features a party room with kitch- 
en, billiard room, card rooms and hobby 
room. Children's play areas will also be 


provided. The pool and bathhouse are 
completed and will open early in June. 
Construction on the Club House has be- 
gun and it is scheduled to open later this 
summer. 


Seven floor plans for one, two and 


three bedroom apartment homes are 
available at Willow Creek. The three dif- 
ferent one bedroom units provide over 
782 square feet of living area phis a pri- 
vate terrace which measures 21 feet 9 
inches by 5 feet; 17 feet 6 inches by 5 
feet; and 21 feet by 5 feet respectively. 
Although room sizes vary slightly and 
the room arrangement is different de- 
pending on the plan, all one bedroom 
apartment homes feature a living room 
(29 feet 3 inches by 13 feet 2 inches) with 
dining area; master bedroom (13 feet 7 
inches by 13 feet); eat-in kitchen (11 feet 
6 inches by 8 feet) and bath. 


THERE ARE THREE floor plans 


available for two-bedroom apartment 
homes. Two provide over 1,232 square 
feet of living area and the third provides 
more than 1,280 square feot of living 
space in addition to the private terraces. 
Each contains a living room with sepa- 
rate dining area, kitchen with eating 
space; two full baths; master bedroom 
with dressing area; a second bedroom 
which measures 12 feet 7 inches by 11 
feet 4 inches and closet space. 


The three-bedroom condominium offers 


over 1,504 square feet of living area plus 
a 57 square foot private terrace. Built on 
a center foyer plan, the living room and 
dining area measures 29 feet 3 inch by 13 
feet 4 inches; the family style kitchen 
with eating area measures 13 feet 3 
inches by 10 feet; two full baths, one ad- 
joining the master bedroom suite (18 feet 
10 inches by 12 feet 6 inches), the other 
serving the other two bedrooms which 
measure 13 feet 3 inches by 11 feet and 
11 feet 4 inches by 11 feet 3 inches re- 
spectively. 


All apartment homes at Willow Creek 


feature cabinet kitchens equipped with 
oven and range, range-hood, dishwasher, 
and food waste disposer; master TV an- 
tenna system; central air conditioning 
and heating with individual room con- 
trol; carpeting throughout with the ex- 
ception of the baths where ceramic floor 
and wall tile is provided, and the kitchen 
where vinyl asbestos tile is used.

You should own the proper mix of long- 
term assets (home, stocks, bonds) and 
short-term liquid assets. That way, you 
won't deplete your long-term assets in a 
financial crisis. 


The bank also advises you to develop a 


savings plan to restore any used-up as- 
sets quickly and conveniently. "You need 
a planned savings program at all times 
and 
an accelerated plan 
if you've 


drained your reserve," the report said. 


"Your goal ought to be to save some- 


where around 25 to 30 per cent of your 
monthly net income. If this sounds high, 
remember that these figures include 
equity in your home, investing in stocks 
and bonds, contributing to company prof- 
it-sharing or pension plans, and building 
cash value in life insurance policies, in 
addition to regular savings accounts," 
the report continued. 


Don't stop once you've secured your 


liquid reserve. Try to accumulate addi- 
tional savings on a 1/3 to 2/3 ratio, the 
bank advised. That is, about a third of 
the additional amount in easily obtain- 
able form and the other two-thirds in 
long-term, fixed assets, such as your 
home. 


A final note of caution is that the 


people should not fall into the trap of 
counting regular consumer goods as a 
major part of liquid savings. While some 
of your personal property, such as a car, 
furniture, clothing, jewlery, etc., may be 
converted into cash, much of it depre- 
ciates rapidly in value, the bank said. It 
would be difficult to get a good price on 
this type of investment if it had to be 
liquidated quickly.

They are still the city's highest 
paid building tradesmen, earning $10.22 
an hour in wage and fringe benefits. 


This follows the May 10 settlement by 


the Structural Ironworkers Local 444 in 
Will County, also a 57Vj cent an hour 
agreement. Both settlements are within 
the 6 per cent guidelines recommended 
by President Nixon in late March. The 
P r e s i d e n t established wage review 
boards for each of the major craft unions 
in the construction industry. The boards 
have the power to reject a wage settle- 
ment as the prevailing wage for federal 
constructions projects.

A company geared to meeting the 


needs of a mobile population 
is relocating its headquarters in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Swingles, Inc., a furniture rental chain,

Those are the conflicting demands of 


the various le\els t f government which 
led to the shutdown of new sewer attach- 
ments for several thousand new homes in 
the Chicago metropolitan area which are 
either underway or slated for construc- 
tion this year said Robert K Widdi- 
cimbe. executive vice president of the 
Home Builders Association of Greater 
Chicago (HBAGC) He is also an execu- 
tive officer of the HBAGC affiliate. Home 
Builders Association of Chicagoland. 


Wirtdicornbe estimated that the total 


economic impact of the sewer morato- 
riums in Chicago area communities is 
over $1 1 billion This is the total of loss- 
es associated with one to four-family 
housing, apartments, consumer spending 
of potential buyers and non-residential 
factors He said much of this loss, as in 
wages, cannot be regained 


Included in this estimate are the loss 


id additional direct expenses, durable 
goods and services, as well as commu- 
nity development expenditures that are 
necessitated by new construction The es- 
timate also includes a multiplier effect — 
of the responding that occurs because of 
t&ese construction expenditures (laborers 
spending their wages, dealers buying 
equipment" The multiplier ranges from 
2 to 2' 3 depending on the nature of the

Mortgage Rates Firm Up 
As Bond Yields Increase 


A top savings and loan official said 


recently that there was little chance a 
new "tight money" pinch would hit the 
residential mortgage market in the sec- 
ond half of this year. 


. - Lewis S. Eaton, president of the United 
States Savings and Loan League, said 
'that while he expected savings gains at 
: savings and loan associations to taper off 
; later this year from the record levels of 
the first six months, the drop-off would 
.not be sharp enough to produce a short- 
age of mortgage credit. 


Eaton, president of Fresno Guarantee 


.Saving* and Loan Association, Fresno, 
Calif., said that the "consensus forecast" 
of a few months ago was that a strong 
business recovery would take place in 
the second half of the year, accompanied 
by a strong new spiral in interest rates, 
rising and intense competition for sav- 
ings. 


"But now. as we approach the middle 


of the year, there is some doubt that this 
forecast will be realized. A sizalbe busi- 
ness recovery is occurring but it is still 
behind the ambitious goals set by the Ad- 
ministration. Unemployment is still high, 
inflation is still serious, and the solution 
of these problems now has been com- 
plicated by an international currency 
crisis." Eaton said. 


Eaton conceded that it was possible 


that the Federal Reserve might, in re- 
sponse to international monetary consid- 
eration, return to a "tight money" policy 
and permit short-term interest rates to 
move up rapidly to the 6 or 7 per cent 
range. He said that in light of the "stub- 
born unemployment problem," such 
a move seemed unlikely. 


"On* the contrary, the odds favor a 


monetary policy of moderate ease for 
some months to come. In this case, our 
institutions will find themselves with sat- 
isfactory and probably ample savings 
flows," he said. 


WHILE EATON predicted reasonably 


good savings flows, he noted that home 
mortgage interest rctes have begun to 
move up in recent weeks after a sharp 
decline earlier this year. He attributed 
the firmer tendencies in the mortgage 
market to "an exceptionally strong mort- 
gage loan demand" as well as a rush to 
the long-term bond market on the part of 
many business corporations in the past 
60 days. 


"Apparently, some corporate treas- 


urers have decided a strong business up- 
swing and a return to very tight money 
will surely take place in the second half 
of the year, accompanied by much high- 
er interest rates and a new credit fam- 
ine," said Eaton. "There has also been 
.some anticipation of higher long-term 
rates because of the power granted by 
the Congress to the Treasury to sell $10 
ibillton in long-term government bonds 
;above the 4V« per cent ceiling. 


• "In any case, the run-up in bond yields 
ihas had the effect of permiting firmer 
; mortgage loan quotations on the part of 
•many of our Institutuions and a substan- 
tial increase in the yields in i.he secon- 
;dary market. 


• "In short, the home mortgage pros- 
'pects facing American families in the 
'next few months include an adequate 
•supply of credit, but possibly slightly 
'.higher rates than prevailed in many sec- 
Jions of the country during the first quar- 
ter of this year," said Eaton.

She is also work- 
ing towards her teacher** certificate at 
Harper College and in spare moments 
picks up her needlepoint. 


So when she does entertain, Margaret 


likes dishes that can be prepared in ad- 
vance. Having grown up in Connecticut, 
she is partial to seafood, and one of her 
favorites is a shrimp and artichoke cas- 
serole. Margaret tasted similar dishes at 
various homes in the East and then de- 
vised her own recipe. 


She cooks frozen artichoke hearts and 


assembles them in a casserole with cook- 
ed shrimp and mushrooms. A rich cream 
sauce covers all, and parmesan cheese is 
sprinkled on top. After a half-hour's bak- 
ing time, this delectable dish is served 
over cooked rice. 


"I usually serve this dinner buffet- 


style," Margaret said. "A relish tray of 
carrots, celery and pickles and hot rolls 
are ample accompaniments." 


FOR DESSERT this good cook prefers 


something simple such as sherbet or ice 
cream with creme de menthe. Her 
Chocolate Milky Way Ice Cream would 
also make a light and appealing finale 
for this meal 


"It tpstes like a chocolate mousse, yet 


is incredibly easy to prepare," Margaret 
said, "as it simply consists of candy 
bars, milk and whipped cream." She 
makes it often because it is one of her 
children's favorites. 


For a ladies' luncheon, her choice is a 


unique recipe she acquired from her 
mother. 


"There is no trouble at all to this 


dish," Margaret remarked, "and it is 
economical to prepare."

The word hash, derived from 
the 


French transitive verb "hacher," mean- 
Ing to chop or mince, has come into bad 
graces In the America language. Collo- 
quially, to hash means to make a mess 
of or botch something. 


Hash house is derisively applied to 


many restaurants which unfortunately 
deserve the appellation because of their 
abilities to make a mess of most of what 
is cooked. 


Nevertheless, hash properly prepared 


can be a wonderfully flavorful casserole 
dish. This recipe for Southern Baked 
Hash Is a favorite way to utilize leftover 
beef from a roast, a steak cookout, or 
some which came home in a doggie bag 
but never was intended for Rover. 


For 6 servings, you'll need 2 cups of 


cooked beef, diced very fine. (Some 
chefs prefer to coarse grind their beef.) 
Cook 4 large red potatoes in the skins 
until toft. Peel and dice. Combine with 
the meat and 2 large carrots, peeled and 
grated, In a 2-quart, lightly buttered cas- 
serole. 


In a sauce pan melt Vi cup butter or 


margarine. Add ft cup flour and blend. 
Then add 3 cups milk and cook until 
smooth and thickened, stirring con- 
stantly. Add 1 envelope UK ounce) of 
onion soup mix. Blend. Season with salt 
and pepper and pour over the beef, po- 
tatoes and carrots, mixing well. 


Top the casserole with % cup of 


shredded sharp cheddar cheese. Preheat 
the oven to 350-degrees and bake uncov- 
ered for SO minutes. Serve from the cas- 
serole at the table. 


Incidentally, when you want to serve 


something a little different don't over- 
look bananas. These golden crust ba- 
nanas may be served to accompany a 
main course, or in lieu of dessert. A me- 
dium banana has only 88 calories, vir- 
tually no fat, and no cholesterol. 


The recipe serves 4, so select that 


number of ripe but firm bananas. Peel 
and cut bananas crosswise into three or 
four pieces, depending on size. 


Preheat the oven to 450 degrees and 


while it's warming, beat 1 egg and add 
1H teaspoon salt. Dip banana pieces into 
egg mixture then drain weU on paper 
toweling. Roll in crushed corn flakes (% 
cup in all) and place in a baking dish so 
that the pieces do not touch. Dot with 
butter or margarine. Bake 10 to 12 min- 
utes until banana can be pierced easily 
with a fork.

Don't neglect vegetables when you 


plan a cookout menu. They are delicious 
cooked on the grill in foil packets; either 
individual packets with a single serving, 
or a big bundle with enough for all. 


It's an easy method of handling vege- 


tables too. All you do is place the vege- 
tables on heavy duty foil, add season- 
ings, butter or magarine, and sometimes 
a little water, then bring the ends of the 
foil up over the food and twist to close. 
Place them on the grill over the fire and 
shake the package once or twice to help 
the vegetables cook evenly. 


Long cooking vegetables such as po- 


tatoes and whole onions can be started 
ahead of steak and other cookout favor- 
ites, then pushed to the side when the 
main course goes on. Fresh vegetables 
that cook quickly, such as young peas, 
summer squash and zucchini can be 
tucked around the outside when the cen- 
ter of the grill is filled with the mam 
course. 


Frozen. vegetables can be cooked on 


the grill too. Just partially thaw and 
break apart soidly packed vegetables, 
then cook in the same manner as fresh 
vegetables. 


All vegetables will take somewhat 


longer than when cooked on the range, 
since the neat will vary. But it is such an 
easy method of preparing them and since 
they arc tightly sealed in foil, they cook 
hi their own juice with no flavor lost 


BUTTER BAKED POTATOES 


Good sized Idahos and California Long 


Whites are delicious prepared this way. 
Scrub them well, then cut potatoes in 
quarters. Arrange each quartered potato 
in the center of a square of heavy duty 
aluminum foil. Pour two tablespoons 
melted butter or margarine over each, 
coating them well. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Wrap potatoes, sealing the foil 
with /a double fold. Place on the grill 


over a medium hot fire and cook for 45 
minues, turning frequently or until soft 
when punched. Potatoes will have baked- 
in flavor. 


BERMUDA ONIONS, 
ROASTED IN FOIL 


Select good sized Bermuda onions. Do 


not peel. Prick through with a long lined 
fork several times so they won't burst 
when cooking. Place each on a square of 
heavy duty foil and wrap, twisting at the 
top to seal. Place on grill and cook, roll- 
ing around and turning several times. 
When soft, open and turn back foil. Slit 
with a sharp knife as you would a potato, 
add butter, salt and pepper, and eat 
right from the foil. 


GARDEN PEAS IN FOIL 


Shell one pound young peas and place 


on heavy duty foil. Add one tablespoon 
butter, % teaspoon sugar, Vt teaspoon 
salt, a sprinkling of pepper and nutmeg 
and two teaspoons chopped fresh mint. 
Close the foil, twisting at the top to seal. 
Place on the grill and cook gently about 
20 minutes, shaking occasionally. Serves 
2. 


FROZEN BABY LIMAS 
WITH CREAM SAUCE 


Partially thaw one 9-10 ounce pack- 


age of small lima beans. Place in center 
of a square of heavy duty foil. Add three 
tablespoons water, two tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine, % teaspoon salt and a 
sprinkling of pepper. Close the foil and 
twist at top to seal. Place on grill and 
cook gently about 30 minutes, shaking oc- 
casionally. Open package and pour over 
one can condensed cream of celery soup. 
Stir to combine, continue cooking until 
sauce is hot. Serves 4. 


SUMMERTIME ZUCCHINI 


CASSEROLE 


2 pounds zucchini, sliced 
2 tomatoes, peeled and chopped 
1 onion, thinly sliced

escargots but don't know bow to prepare 
them. Abo, it is for those who have nev- 
er tasted escargots because ordering 
them in a restaurant is usually an ex- 
pensive affair. 


Recently a friend asked me if I liked 


snails. When I confessed I had never 
tried any she invited me over for lunch. 
With much trepidation I went, wondering 
what I would do if after the first try, I 
realty didnt Uke them. There was to be 
just the two of us and fun attention 
would be given to the sole guest You can 
imagine my relief, when with the first 
taste, I found them truly dettckus and 
such a simple meal to prepare.

1 can (2 dozen) snails 
% pound butter 
2 cloves garlic, pressed

Preheat oven to 425 degrees. Melt but- 


ter over very low beat, adding minced 
garlic, parsley, basil, nutmeg and pep- 
per. When ingredients are blended, cool 
mixture to thicken. Meanwhile, drain can 
of snails. Stuff each ahen with nail and 
then spoon thickened butter mixture over 
the snails into the shells, packing it in. 
Arrange snails in a shallow baking dish 
or escargot pan and bake for about 5 
minutes or until snails an bubbly and 
hot Remove from oven and serve.

Note: Snails or escargots may be pur- 


chased with or without the sheUs. 


You need only purchse the shells the 


first time. They are then washed and 
kept for future servings. Escargot dishes 
with holders and picks are available in 
the gourmet section of moat department 
stores. However, this is not absolutely 
necessary. You may serve them on a 
plate and have each guest hold them 
with a napkin (either paper or cloth). 
Seafood forks may be used to remove the 
snails or in the event that you don't have 
them, use toothpicks. 


CAESAR'S SALAD 


This salad makes a marvelous accom- 


paniment for the escargots. 


3 quarts salad greens 
8 strips anchovies 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 teaspoon horseradish 
3 tablespoons toman juice 


1 tablespoon wine vinegar 


1% tablespoons salad oil 


1 egg, raw or coddled 
2 cups croutons or toasted bread cubes 
% cup grated parmesan cheese 


salt as needed 
freshly ground pepper to taste. 


Wash and dry greens, then tear into 


bite size pieces into a large salad bowl 
Cover and refrigerate until serving time. 
Assemble all the other ingredients and 
toss salad just before serving. Dip egg 
shell in boiling water for 1 minute. 


To assemble sated: Chop anchovy 


strips. Add to salad greens, along with 
minced garlic, horseradish, lemon juice, 
vinegar, salad oil and egg. Toss. Add 
parmesan cheese *""* croutons. Season to 
taste.

Plentiful 
Foods List 


During June — dairy month — milk 


and dairy products top the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's plentiful foods list 


Other foods on the June plentiful list 


include broiler-fryers, eggs, dried peas, 
canned ripe olives and potatoes and po- 
tato products. 


G. M. England, University of Illinois 


Extension Extension food merchandising 
specialist, explains that the purpose of 
the plentiful foods program is to help 
solve the problems of bounty. Strange as 
it may seem, an abundance of food can 
result in numerous, complex problems. 


For example, if farmers raise too 


much of any crop, prices may fall so low 
that many farmers will be forced oul of 
business, or supplies may move through 
marketing channels so slowly that quali- 
ty is reduced for the consumer. Con- 
sequently, farmers might drastically cut 
back on production the next year, and 
prices would rise higher than consumers 
would pay. 


Because there is little an individual 


can do to solve the problems of abun- 
dance, the nationwide plentiful foods pro- 
gram informs everyone who deals with 
food — from producer to consumer — 
about the foods in need of marketing aid. 


England points out that through the 


plentiful foods program, consumers can 
stretch their budgets by purchasing foods 
in abundant supply. Producer groups re- 
ceive merchandising help for their plenti- 
ful products, and retailer, brokers and 
wholesalers receive merchandising and 
promotion advice to help them move ad- 
ditional products more rapidly to the 
consumer. 


According to USDA reports, here is the 


supply situation for the foods on the June 
list: 


Milk production for the first quarter of 


1971 was one per cent greater than the 
1970 figure. Production levels for milk 
and most dairy products continue to in- 
crease seasonally, and should reach a 
peak by June. 


Broiler-fryer marketings are increas- 


ing, and prospects are good for plentiful 
supplies at reasonable consumer prices. 


Egg production in June is expected to 


be about two per cent higher than that of 
last year, so attractive prices are antici- 
pated. 


Dned peas are expected to be plentiful 


in June because of reduced demand in 
both domestic and foreign markets. 


Stocks of canned ripe olives are ample, 


and supplies will be plentiful for the next 
several months. 


Potatoes available for marketing in 


June will be plentiful because of heavy 
f a 11-crop inventories and 
increased 


swing-crop plantings. Frozen and dehy- 
drated potato products, such as frozen 
French fries and instant mashed po- 
tatoes, will also be in abundant supply

Mor-Well Builder

A former village official and an active 


resident of the Timbercrest area pre- 
sented information in Schaumburg Tues- 
day night which may lay the groundwork 
for a lawsuit involving Mor-well Build- 
ers. 


Donald DeVale, a former Schaumburg 


trustee, and Dave Curtis, an active mem- 
ber of Timbercrest Home owners Associ- 
ation, who were appointed co-chairmen 
of a committee formed last year to re- 
view the status of building violations in 
that subdivision, presented findings at 
this week's village board meeting. 


A citizens committee, headed by the 


two, surveyed specific residents pin- 
pointed in a comprehensive report pre- 
pared earlier by Town Planners, a con- 
sulting group, plagued by defects in their 
homes consisting mainly of faulty roof- 
ing. 


"This was done in an effort to legally 


cause the builder to either repair defects 
or provide satisfaction to the home- 
owners involved," DeVale explained. 


THE UNDERTAKING was done chief- 


ly to canvass the area and provide infor- 
mation enabling the village of Schaum- 
burg to sue the builder, and people sur- 
veyed were made aware of that.. . plus 
the fact that cost of litigation would be 
entirely carried by the village. 


Of approximately 114 questionnaires 


distributed, a total of 103 were returned 
Curtis reported. 


He explained 64 homeowners agreed 


they had roof problems; 34 respondents 
said they had not had to have roofs com- 
pletely replaced. 


All but five of the residents involved 


agreed to appear in court should the 
problem go to formal litigation. 


It was also pointed out that a few Tim- 


bercrest homeowners have instituted pri- 
vate suits, and Curtis indicated settle- 
ments had been reached prior to is- 
suance of a judgement in most cases. 


"I don't know of anyone who lost in the 


present cases and in at least four situ- 
ations the builder lost, appealed that 
judgement and lost again in the appellate 
court," he said. 


All materials presented by DeVale and 


Curtis, which included docket numbers 
for the cases filed, was turned over to 
Village Atty. James Sobel for further 
handling. 


Sobel was asked to report the next step 


at 'he Tuesday June 15 meeting of the 
board of trustees, 


Responding to Trustee Gordon Mullins' 


question concerning whether settlement 
to specific owners is the proper solution, 
De Vale stressed the village has agreed 
to an all-out effort to correct Mor-Well 
violations. 


"By taking this to court, the village 


will be doing all it can, and if a judg- 
ement is received favoring Schaumburg, 
the judge would probably fine Mor-Well 
within the limits of our ordinance for ev- 
ery day the violations have been in exis- 
tence making these fines astronomical," 
DeVale continued. 


"Then, and only then, will the village 


get a settlement and the idea behind that 
settlement would be that should the 
builder agree to take care of, and correct 
the problems, fine, but otherwise a mon- 
etary settlement to the owners would be 
in order," he said.

Arguments Today On Zone Decision

Attorneys will present their final argu- 


ments this morning in the suit challeng- 
ing the zoning decision made by the Hoff- 
man Estates Village Board concerning a 
78-acre parcel at the village's north end. 


The arguments will be presented be- 


fore Judge Herbert A. Ellis of the Cook 
County Circuit Court in Chicago. 


The land was zoned for single family 


development after attorneys representing 
the landowners requested zoning for 1,372 
apartments. Owners of the property in- 
clude Chicago Aldermen Thomas Keane 
and Paul Wigoda. 


Attorney William Braithwaite yester- 


day brought forward a series of land- 
owners surrounding the 78 acres, located 
between Palatine and Bradwell roads 
along the western line of Palatine Town- 
ship. 


Braithwaite represents parties from 


unincorporated areas around the 78 acres 
who oppose the development of apart- 
ments. He has joined Hoffman Estates 
Village" Atty. Edward Hofert, who is de- 
fending the single family zoning classifi- 
cation applied to the land last August. 


NEIGHBORING LANDOWNERS who 


appeared told of the condition of their 
property and showed a minimum one- 
acre homesite is owned by protesters. 


Property values from among the wit- 


nesses ranged between $50,000 to over 
$900,000 from a man who owns 122 acres 
nearby. 


A day earlier Ralph Martin, a real es- 


tate expert, called by the village, said 


the neighbors would suffer a $1 million 
loss in property value if zoning for the 
apartments is granted. 


It was brought out in court yestedday, 


however, that no restrictive covenants 
exist on the land forbidding apartment 
development. 


In the morning session, Rolf Campbell, 


Hoffman Estates land planning con- 
sultant, testified that single family home 
development is the highest and best use 
of the 78 acres. 


Single family homes are in keeping 


with the nature of the surrounding area 
and the large apartment building now 
proposed for his site would not fit in 
with the hills and rolling terrain of the 
land, Campbell said. 


During Campbell's testimony, Atty. 


Robert Haskins, representing owners of 
' the 78 acres, asked Campbell about a 73 
acre site, known as the Country Club 
parcel, directly east of the land in ques- 
tion. 


The special interests in the case are in 


dispute over the common denominator to 
be used in determining the density ratio 
applicable to the Country Club parcel. A 
multiple zoning classification (R-4) is ap- 
plicable to half that site. 


HASKINS MAINTAINS 13.1 units per 


acre is permitted there and experts Ho- 
fert has presented claim only a 5 unit 
acre ratio is allowed. 


Others who testified this week are the 


Palatine Rural Fire District chief who 
said a new station and $500,000 worth of 
euqipment would be needed to serve the 


apartment complex and Dan Murphy, 
Hoffman Estates building commissioner. 


Haskins presented his line of experts 


during last week's court session. 


A recess in the trial was called last 


week when a compromise proposal was 
sought. Under the compromise, Hoffman 
Estates was to allow a 10 unit per acre 
density ratio if the owners would provide 
$400,000 in water facilities needed in the 
area, it was reported. But, the chance 
for settlement fell through when the 
owner decided against the compromise 
because they believed profits from the 
development would be absorbed by the 
cost for the water supply facilities.

Start On New 
High School 
In September 


High School Dtst. 211's fifth high school 


will be under construction by September 
and completed in June, 1973, architect 
Ken Unteed told the board of education 
Tuesday night. 


The board gave final approval to archi- 


tectural drawings, which allow the archi- 
tects to prepare bid specifications. 


"We are plannig to have bids for the 


board to consider sometime around Aug. 
10, which means the building will be un- 
der construction by Sept. 1," Unteed told 
the board. 


Voters approved construction of the 


school, to be located in Hoffman Estates, 
last September. The fifth high school is 
the first of three construction projects in- 
cluded in the $17 million referendum. 
About $7.5 million has been allocated for 
the fifth school. 


Unteed said construction plans for the 


school "are on the high side" of the 
budget: "Our salvation will be very com- 
petitive bidding. We have had tre- 
mendous interest in the project." 


MARVIN PLATE, Dist. 2U's adminis- 


trator who has been working on the 
school plans, said the school will be a 
very flexible one: "Some of the ideas 
used are great. For example, by cluster- 
ing three instructional rooms, we have 
the advantage of a little theater." 


Folding walls will partition the theater 


and stage into smaller classrooms when 
the little theater is not needed. 


Construction on the fifth high school 


should last about 22 months. The building 
will be enclosed and sitework for the 
football field and tennis courts will be 
completed by the fall of 1972. 


Entrance to the school will be on Hig- 


gins Road. "We have tentative approval 
from the state for three entrances. A 
dual entrance will be located at the 
building entrance and single ones at each 
end of the school lot," Unteed said. 


Contrary to construction of previous 


schools, bids for equipment for the sci- 
ence labs, home economics and art 
rooms, stage, lecture room seating and 
food services will be awarded when the 
rest of the building is bid this summer. 


"Each school has been done a little dif- 


ferently. This school is the most com- 
plete one I've seen," Plate said. 


A PERMANENT stadium, all-weather 


track, paving and sidewalks, and football 
field are included in the bid plans. 


Plate also told the board of a property 


line problem on the east side of the 
school site. Residents living along the 
school property will be asked to talk with 
the board about a two-foot discrepancy in 
the line. 


"The problem originated when the sur- 


veyor for the subdivision made a mistake 
in laying out their lots. I'll have to check 
out the situation and then report to the 
board," Plate said.

stressed that he opposes the move while 
the remainder of the board expressed 
agreement and instructed Atcher to pass 
their message back to the attorney.

per doughnut tags, the Salvation Army's 
familiar fund-raising emblem, Friday 
and Saturday on street corners .in Chi- 
cago and 135 communities in the sur- 
rounding seven-county area 


In Hanover Park. Carl Wulff, president 


of the Streamwood Hanover Park, On- 
tanoville, and Keeneyville (SHOK) unit 
has set his volunteer taggers goal at 
$2.000. Last year's 52 taggers collected 
$1.800. The Salvation Army income goal 
for 1971 Doughnut Day is $195,000. 


According to Wulff 20 per cent of the 


funds collected from area residents re- 
main in the community to pay for minor 
emergency situations. However in case of 
burnout or other disaster, the inter- 
national unit provides funds for furni- 
ture, clothing and emergency housing. 
Within the SHOK unit area the Salvation 
Army assisted in eight burnouts this past 
year said Wulff. 


Wulff is still in need of tagger volun- 


teers from Streamwood. At a recent 
awards presentation he honored the six 
highest collectors selected from last 
year's taggers. Wulff urged the volun- 
teers, most of them the same area resi- 
dents who came forward 11 years ago 
when the unit was formed, to continue 
their dedicated work to the community. 


ME COMMENTED that their efforts in 


behalf of their fellow residents reflects 
pride in the community and belief in 
their fellow man. 


Hanover Park Pres. Richard Baker en- 


couraged Wulff and the taggers to keep 
up their work and pledged the village's 
support. He urged residents to donate on 
Doughnut Day. 


Baker also suggested residents can 


help the Salvation Army by giving a free 
will donation to the coffee and doughnut 
truck that will be dispensing free coffee 
and doughnuts to carnival goers during 
the Labor Day four-day festival in Hano- 
ver Park. 


Wulff said the van truck could be pur- 


chased by the local SHOK unit for ap- 
proximately $7,000. 


Although the SHOK unit has no formal 


plans for purchase of the truck, the unit 
is considering it and is investigating 
means of raising funds. 


Wulff said the SHOK unit, although one 


of the newest, was second in highest col- 
lections in the Northern Illinois area. 
"We could be number one this year," he 
told his taggers. 


Through the 46 institutions, department 


and neighborhood centers of the Salva- 
tion Army, a multitude of services are 
provided each year to people in need. 
These include: casework and counseling 
for families and individuals; a home- 
maker service to prevent family dis- 
integration during problem periods; and 
emergency lodge for victims of personal 
and community disasters; a day care 
center for children of working mothers, 
and a rehabilitation program for alcohol- 
ics. 


Other services include, emergency can- 


teens at disaster sites, work therapy for 
handicapped and homeless, a home and 
hospital for unwed mothers, children and 
senior citizens, a dental clinic, weekly re- 
ligious meetings, and other activities 
which bring comfort and direction to 
those in need.

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Bigger Planes For Airport 
Citizens Fear Pal-Waukee Growth

A Wheeling citizens group has ex- 


pressed fears that Pal-Waukee Airport 
may be expanded to become a "satellite 
airport for business and feeder line air- 
craft now using O'Hare" airport 


In the latest round of its battle with the 


airport, the group has persuaded the 
Wheeling Village Board to join it in ask- 
ing the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) to inform the public of its activi- 
ties at the airport just south of the vil- 
lage 


The group told the village board that 


the FAA had cooperated with the airport 
in increasing the weight limit at the air- 
port so that planes as large as Boeing 
727 and the DC-7 could use Pal-Waukee 


The weight limit was reduced, after a 


lawsuit was filed, but the citizens group 
wants public disclosure to insure it is not 
raised again. 


After listening to William Rogers and 


Robert Watts of the citizens group, the 
village board directed Village Atty Paul 
Hamer to prepare a resolution support- 
ing the group 


IN A WRITTEN speech Watts and Ro- 


gers told the board "We have been con- 
cerned about the extent of involvement 
by the FAA in the excessive expansion of 
this private, profit-making corporation 
The use of federal funds by an agency 
whose own self-interest would be en- 
hanced by the additional expansion 
should not go unnoticed." 


Rogers told the board that the effort to 


get cooperation from the FAA is the lat- 
est move in the citizen's committee's 2*4 
year effort to have planes using the air- 
port fly over the forest preserves instead 
of homes. 


The new action is in addition to a suit 


filed against the airport owners by the 
state's attorney's fofice. That suit seeks 
to have the airport comply with provi- 
sions of a special use permit issued by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
in 1964. 


The suit charges that the permit has 


been violated by extending the runway 


and allowing heavier plans than speci- 
fied to use the airport 


The resolution to the FAA regional di- 


rector from the citizens group and the 
village asks the federal agency, as well 
as the airport owners, to abide by all 
provisions of the 1964 special use per- 
mit " 


IT ALSO asks that the FAA "provide 


the public and local governing bodies 
with updated, detailed printed flight pat- 
tern information " 


The request includes a demand that 


"prior to effecting any changes in oper- 
ations or facility expansion, the FAA 
publicly reveal the specific details, peti- 
tion the county authorities who will in 
turn conduct public hearings." 


The village and citizens also ask that 


the federal agency "reveal the extent 
and amount of public funds expended 
annually for the past three years" at 
Pal-Waukee." 


A spokesman for the FAA said yester- 


day that the agency could be expected to 
issue a policy statement in response to 
the village and citizen request. 


The spokesman explained that weight 


restrictions on runways printed in the 
FAA "Airman's Information Manual" 
are provided by the airport. He also said 
that printing of flight patterns would be 
impossible since the tower controller sets 
the routes of planes on a minute to min- 
ute basis.

Village Passes 'Adulf Book Store Law 


An ordinance calculated to help close 


the "adult" book store south of Wheeling 
on Milwaukee Avenue and to prevent 
similar stores from opening in the village 
was approved Monday by the Wheeling 
Village Board. 


The law, which defines "the sale and 


display of pornographic literature to be 
an offensive or unwholesome business," 
was passed despite objections by two 
trustees that the law would be unenfor- 
ceable. 


The new ordinance applies to the vil- 


lage and unincorporated areas within 
one mile of its boundaries. 


"The sale or display of immoral, in- 


decent or obscene publications or other 
publications which arouses the purient 
interest of the reader or viewer is hear- 
by declared to be an offensive or un- 
wholesome business," the new law 
states. 


A FINE OF $500 per day is set by the 


law for anyone "selling, offering for sale, 
circulating, passing from one person to 
another, or exposing in any public place 
or anywhere in view of a store or place 
frequented by the public . . . any immor- 
al, indecent or obscene publications, 
printed or written matter, or picture or 
other representation which will arouse 
the purient interest of the reader or 
viewer." 


Before the new ordinance was passed 


unanimously, Trustee Roger Strieker 
said that it would be impossible to define 
"obscene" as used in the new ordinance. 


"If the Supreme Court can't do it I 


don't know how we can," Strieker said. 
He called the wording of the ordinance 


"a bunch of garbage " 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer said that the 


wording "which will arouse the purient 
interest," came directly from Supreme 
Court decisions. He explained that the 
court had not given any definition for ob- 
sceni y. 


"I'M NOT sticking up for this place, 


I'd like to see it closed," Strieker said. 


Trustee Michael Valenza, who original- 


ly initiated the drive to get rid of the new 
bookstore, told Strieker the village had to 
"get a law on the books." 


"Let them tell us it's not obscene or 


pornographic," Valenza said. 


Strieker pointed to "Playboy Maga- 


zine" and asked Valenza if he thought it 
was obscene. 


"I wouldn't call it obscene," Valenza 


said 


"Neither would I," Strieker said, "but 


my mother would " 


Trustee Albert Lang said he thought 


the village had "about as much chance 
as a snowball in hell" of enforcing the 
new ordinance. "We're putting some- 
thing on the books that's unenforce- 
able," he said 


"We're the only guys who knows 


what's dirty, the courts don't know," 
Lang said 


VALENZA- REPLIED "If we didn't 


have a 'dirty' bookstore I wouldn't be 
asking for a 'dirty' ordinance." He said 
the board should enact the ordinance be- 
cause local residents had been com- 
plaining and the board should do some- 
thing to get rid of the store. 


Lang asked if the new law-applied to 


"X" rated movies shown at the drive-in 


theatre south of the village, but Hamer 
said the ordinance would have to be re- 
written to include a movie screening 
board if the village board wanted to 
also control movies. 


The board then unanimously approved 


the new ordinance. 


A citation is expected to be issued to 


the bookstore shortly after the oridnance 
is published and the 10-days period nec- 
essary to put it into effect is completed.

Valenza Takes 
Slap At Herald

Wheeling village trustee Michael Va- 


lenza took time out at the village board 
meeting Monday night to lash out at the 
Herald (or "biased newspaper reporting" 
and an "effort to drive a wedge between 
Mr. and Mrs. Wheeling and the village 
board." 


Valenza claimed that stories in the 


Herald are "either half truth, not true 
at all, or whatever they wanted to 
print," and he cited three stories. 


The stories dealt with Chamber of 


Commerce criticism of village trustees, 
a speech to Wheeling Jaycees by Supt. 
Kenneth Gill of School Dist. 21, and a 
meeting between village officials and de- 
velopers concerning a water main. 


Valenza pointed out the Herald had 


carried a story about the Chamber of 
Commerce criticism of village trustees. 
On March 25 we reported that chamber 
president Peter Maniatis complained, in 
a letter to the village board, that no 
trustees had attended a March 17 speech 
by state auditor Michael Hewlett. 


VALENZA CONTRASTED that story 


with a May 25 story on Gill's speech at a 
Jaycee banquet. Valenza said the entire 
board attended, and that village officials 
were introduced at the banquet, Valanza 
said it was a "rarity" for the entire 
board to attend such an event and he 
complained. ''There were no comments 
(in the Herald report of the banquet) 
that the entire board was at the dinner, 
and this was a month after the election." 


Valenza may see the publication of 


guests lists as an essential function of a 
newspaper. We do not. 


The story on the Jaycee banquet was 


devoted to the most newsworthy aspect 
of that event: Gill's condemnation of the 
Vietnam war. The Herald did not report 
the presence of the trustees at the ban- 
quet, just as it did not report their ab- 
sence In our original story on Hewlett's 
Chamber of Commerce speech. 


It was a week after the Hewlett speech 


that we reported the absence of the

trustees. That was only after the Cham- 
ber of Commerce's letter of criticism 
was discussed at a village board meet- 
ing. The Herald reported the discussion, 
including remarks by board members, 
just as it does all significant village 
board discussions. 


VALENZA WAS also disturbed by a 


story in last Monday's Herald which re- 
ported on a meeting at which a devel- 
oper and a printing firm agreed to pay 
most of the cost of a water main exten- 
sion. 


"Valenza's screaming saved the Vil- 


lage of Wheeling $35,000," Valenza said. 
"If you think they just give you tot lots 
or sewers or public land, you're wrong. 
We batter, we dicker, we cajole." 


This criticism is bewildering. Valenza 


said he screamed; the story said he 
shouted. Valenza said he saved the vil- 
lage money; the story said that Valenza 
and former trustee Peter Egan managed 
to get a developer to pay his share of the 
cost. Valenza said village officials dick- 
ered and cajoled; the story said they 
haggled. 


Valenza's criticisms are unfounded, 


but we can agree with at least part of his 
remarks. "Because of my ethnic back- 
ground, I get emotional," he said. We 
don't know if his "ethnic background" is 
the cause, but we do agree that Valenza 
is emotional. 


RELATIVES AND FRIENDS attended funeral and 
graveside services yesterday for Albert F. Voli, 
100, who died Saturday. Volz, a life-long resident

"IN 1968, IN ANTICIPATION of bring- 


ing such large jets into this airfield, the 
visual flight pattern was changed from 
over the forest preserve to directly over 
the center of Wheeling, over Holmes Ju- 
nior High School. This action was strictly 
forbidden by permit without a public 
hearing and reevaluation by the Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals. To our 
knowledge no such rehearing was ever 
conducted," the letter charges. 


"In January, 1971, for reasons obvious- 


ly having to do with the pending lawsuit, 
the threshold lights were relocated and 
the runway touchdown lines obliterated 
and repainted in a new location. 


"In April, 1971, the manual was* hur- 


riedly revised, downgrading the runway 
length from 5,200 to 5,000 feet and the 
gross weight limits reduced from 242,000 
pounds to 86,000 pounds," the letter says. 
The citizens explain that a BAC-111 jet 
that has headquarters at Pal-Waukee 
weighs 86,000 pounds. 


"During the past three years the resi- 


dents of Wheeling regarded the FAA as 
neutral in our dispute with the airport 
owner. The facts in the manual certainly 
put a different light on FAA neutrality," 
Rogers and Watts said. 


"While the FAA personnel were telling 


us about their efforts to reduce the air 


traffic over Wheeling they were in fact 
routing two-way traffic from the NNW- 
SSE runway over our homes ... 


"WHILE THE FAA personnel were 


telling us about noise abatement, they 
were expanding the tower hours . . . 
from 6 a.m. to 12 p.m. 


"While the FAA personnel were telling 


us that the air traffic patterns were 
changed for pilot safety, the real reason 
was to bring aircraft with gross weights 
in excess of 60,000 pounds . . . 


"While the FAA personnel were telling 


us to see the airport owner about permit 
violations, in the background they were 
authorizing the covert expansion," the 
letter charges. 


"Considering the FAA's position at a 


private profit-making airport, their ac- 
tions can only be regarded as irrespon- 
sible, improper and in view of the permit 
— illegal," Rogers and Watts said.

sum, and television star, Chelveston the 
duck. 


CHILDREN LIKE to come and see the 


animals, and their older brothers and sis- 
ters, and parents may want to buy the 
exotic and not-so-exotic pets for all the 
reasons people buy animals: companion- 
ship, education, affection, or recreation, 
according to Animal Kingdom director, 
Robert Hoffmann. 


Anyway, what one owner calls exotic, 


another pet owner calls challenging, 
Hoffmann said. 


Bingo the chimpanzee is more ilke a 


child than a pet, according to Hoffman. 
He requires training and affection. 


Hoffman takes Bingo home with him at 


night to his Northwest Chicago resi- 
dence. Bingo, who is going to celebrate 


his first birthday at the end of this 
month, eats his food with a knife and 
fork, and is good at clapping his hands 
and somersaulting. 


Bingo was born in Central Africa. He 


has performed on several Chicago tele- 
vision programs, including Bozo's Circus. 


Victoria the vulture weighs about 5 


pounds and has a wingspan of about five 
feet. Her diet is dog food and raw meat. 


For exercise, Victoria is allowed to 


walk around the shop, when no one is 
around. 


PATTY THE POSSUM, with a rat-like 


face 'and retiring ways, is a relative of 
the kangaroos of Australia. 


And Chelveston the duck, is the web- 


bed-footed television star of the Ray 
Rayner Show. 


Animal Kingdom also has less exotic 


animals — like puppies, kittens, goldfish 
;md garter snakes. 


Hoffman, discussed the many different 


reasons poeple own pets. 


For some it's an education: watching 


the eternal process of growth, the 
struggle for survival and death. He feels 
that children may even benefit when a 
pet dies. Of course, it is sad, but the 
death of a pet teaches children some- 
thing about life and that life goes on even 
after personal loss, he said. 


Some find caring for pets to be relax- 


ing. Some tired businessmen like to have 


aquariums in their business 
offices. 


When they can't think of a solution to 
their problems they let their imagina- 
tions swim with the fish. 


SOME WANT PETS for protection, 


though Hoffman feels that training a dog 
to attack a prowler is a mistake. 


Dogs have a natural instinct for pro- 


tecting a home by barking when a prow- 
ler or stranger enters the house. But 
training a dog to be aggressive and to 
attack, makes the dog neurotic and un- 
friendly, he said. 


Some people like exotic pets because 


they want "something different. They 
want to express their personalities in a 


different way, or they want a challenge." 


Dogs are naturally affectionate but it's 


more of a challenge to try to win the 
respect and affection of, say, a monkey 
or wild bird, he said. 


And some people don't feel certain ani- 


mals are exotic, they wonder why any- 
one would want a dog, if they could have 
a snake, which doesn't require daily 
walks, daily feedings and constant care. 


But occasionally some people want ex- 


otic pets for the wrong reasons. Like the 
businessman, who wanted a vulture for 
his office. He thought it would be un- 
usal, and would really make an impres- 
sion on his clients, Hoffmann said.

Maintaining Fish Stock 
Job Of State Biologists 


Maintaining the proper fish stock in Il- 


linois ponds and lakes is the job of biolog- 
ists for the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation. 


Various testing methods tell the biolog- 


ists how good the fishing should be in the 
lake and how to better manage the lake. 


"By checking the fish population of a 


lake we can tell if there are too many of 
a certain species of fish, or too few of a 
certain species. We compare their weight 
and length against their age, and by 
analyzing the data, we know how to im- 
prove fishing of an area," said Al Lopi- 
not, chief fisheries biologist for the de- 
partment. 


Biologists 
use several methods to 


sample a lake. Minnow seines are used 
along shorelines to capture young fish. 
Hoop nets and gill nets are also used. 
Creel surveys, where biologists use the 
fisherman's daily catch are sometimes 
used. Occasionally, spot treatments with 
fish toxicants are tried. One of the most 


paeoaeo 


frequently used methods is shocking. 


The principle behind fish shocking is 


simple. A 230-volt generator is mounted 
in a boat. It produces alternating current 
to three electrodes (copper rods) which 
extend from the front of the boat. 


THE RODS hang down in the water and 


create an electrical circular field. Any 
fish in the field will receive a jolt and 
most will come to the surface in a 
stunned condition. 


The jolt the fish receive stuns them 


from a few to 60 seconds, but never kills 
the fish. 


The biologists generally work the 


shocking device along shoreline areas 
where the fish are trapped. The fish are 
placed in large tubs of water to keep 
them alive. 


BY EXAMINING a scale under a mi- 


croscope, the biologist can tell the age of 
the fish by counting the rings, much like 
aging a tree. Scaleless fish such as cat- 
fish are aged by removing a fin spine, 
cutting across it and counting the rings.

Bigger Planes For Airport 
Citizens Fear Pal-Waukee Growth 


See related story on Page 3. 


A Wheeling citizens group has ex- 


pressed fears that Pal-Waukee Airport 
may be expanded to become a "satellite 
airport for business and feeder line air- 
craft now using O'Hare" airport. 


In the latest round of its battle with the 


airport, the group has persuaded the 
Wheeling Village Board to join it in ask- 
ing the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) to inform the public of its activi- 
ties at the airport just south of the vil- 
lage. 


The group told the village board that 


the FAA had cooperated with the airport 
in increasing the weight limit at the air- 
port so that planes as large as Boeing 
727 and the DC-7 could use Pal-Waukee. 


The weight limit was reduced, after a 


lawsuit was filed, but the citizens group 
wants public disclosure to insure it is not 
raised again. 


After listening to William Rogers and 


Robert Watts of the citizens group, the 
village board directed Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer to prepare a resolution support- 
ing the group, 


IN A WRITTEN speech Watts and Ro- 


gers told the board "We have been con- 


cerned about the extent of involvement 
by the FAA in the excessive expansion of 
this private, profit-making corporation. 
The use of federal funds by an agency 
whose own self-interest would be en- 
hanced 
by the 
additional expansion 


should not go unnoticed." 


Rogers told the board that the effort to 


, get cooperation from the FAA is the lat- 


est move in the citizen's committee's 2'A 
year effort to have planes using tiie air- 
port fly over the forest preserves instead 
of homes. 


The new action is in addition to a suit 


filed against the airport owners by the 
state's attorney's fofice. That suit seeks 
to have the airport comply with provi- 
sions of a special use permit issued by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
in 1984. 


The suit charges that the f«rmit has 


been violated by extending the runway 
and allowing heavier plans than speci- 
fied to use the airport. 


The resolution to the FAA regional di- 


rector from the citizens group and the 
village asks the federal agency, as well 
as the airport owners, to abide by all 
provisions-of the 1964 special use per- 
mit." 


IT ALSO asks that the F'AA "provide 


the public and local governing bodies 
with updated, detailed printed flight pat- 
tern information." 


The request includes a demand that 


"prior to effecting any changes in oper- 
ations or facility expansion, the FAA 
publicly reveal the specific details, peti- 
tion the county authorities who will in 
turn conduct public hearings." 


The village and citizens also ask that 


the federal agency "reveal the extent 
and amount of public funds expended 
annually for the past three years" at 
Pal-Waukee." 


A spokesman for the FAA said yester- 


day that the agency could be expected to 
issue a policy statement in response to 
the village and citizen request. 


The spokesman explained that weight 


restrictions on runways printed in the 
FAA "Airman's Information 
Manual" 


are provided by the airport. He also said 
that printing of flight patterns would be 
impossible since the tower controller sets 
the routes of planes on a minute to min- 
ute basis. 


THE SPOKESMAN also said that no- 


tices of changes in operations or facility 
expansion are sent to aeronautic inter- 
ests, but said they are not generally sent 
to the general public. FAA regulations 
do not require notification of the public, 
he said. 


He said it seemed likely that FAA ex- 


penses at the Pal-Waukee tower, would 
also be made public. On all of his com- 
ments, however, the spokesman noted 
that a final decision on a reply to the 
village and citizens would be made by 
the regional director of the FAA. 


In supporting their charges that the 


FAA is supporting its own interests by 
encouraging larger and heavier aircraft 
to use Pal-Waukee, Rogers and Watts 
gave the village statistics to show that 
"from the first day they (the FAA) took 
over the operation of the tower there has 
been a steady erosion of the permit re- 
strictions." 


"There is no doubt that the FAA's in- 


volvement at Pal-Waukee has provided 
the impetus and certainly the means for 
expanding the operations; for the benefit 
of the FAA, the special interest group, 
and for the owner, whose annual gross 
sales are now in excess of $5 million," 
they said. 


Brown Recluse 
Reports - No 
Spiders Found 


Despite reports of the poisonous brown 


recluse spider in Buffalo Grove, village 
sanitarian Donald Schindler said yester- 
day that that type of spider has not been 
found in the village. 


Earlier in the week, a resident bi ought 


what he thought was a brown recluse 
into the police station. However, Schind- 
ler examined it and determined that it 
was not a brown recluse. About two 
weeks ago, Schindler investigated a sim- 
ilar report and found it to be unfounded. 


Schindler did say that the possibility of 


finding such a spider here does exist. He 
said the spider's bite is painful, but not 
usually fatal. 


"Very rarely do people die from the 


bite," Schindler said "They will get 
sick. The bite causes quite a laceration 
that takes six to eight weeks to heal. The 
bite causes a sunken scar anywhere from 


i the size of a penny to a half-dollar." 


THE ILLINOIS Department of Public 


Health, in a bulletin on the spider, de- 
scribed it as varying in length from one- 
third to one-half inch. The color varies 
from light browti to dark brown. The legs 
and upper part of the body may be 
coated with hair. 


The most distinguishing features are 


dark, violin-shaped markings on the up- 
per part of the body and three sets of 
eyes situated in a semicircle on the head. 


According to the state health depart- 


ment, the spider may be found outside 
under the bark of dead trees, under 
stones or other secluded areas and can 
accidentally be carried into buildings 
with firewood. 


Inside, the spider can be found in' 


closets, bathrooms, bedrooms, 
base- 


ments, crawl spaces and equipment stor- 
age places. Also, clothing, shoes and oth- 
er items can serve as a hiding place if 
they have not been disturbed for a period 
of time. 


If a person is bitten, and the spider is 


determined to be a brown recluse, a doc- 
tor should be called immediately. 


Schindler said spiders can be con- 


trolled by taking the same precautions 
for other insects in the home. He said 
most household sprays will kill the spider 
and a 2 per cent Clordane spray is espe- 
cially effective.

Slap At Herald

Wheeling village trustee Michael Va- 


lenza took time out at the village board 
meeting Monday night to lash out at the 
Herald for "biased newspaper reporting" 
and an "effort to drive a wedge between 
Mr and Mrs. Wheeling and the village 
board " 


Valenza claimed that stories in the 


Herald are "either half truth, not true 
at all, or whatever they wanted to 
print," and he cited three stories. 


The stories dealt with Chamber of 


Commerce criticism of village trustees, 
a speech to Wheeling Jaycees by Supt. 
Kenneth Gill of School Dist. 21, and a 
meeting between village officials and de- 
velopers concerning a water main. 


Valenza pointed out the Herald had 


carried a story about the Chamber of 
Commerce criticism of village trustees. 
On March 25 we reported that chamber 
president Peter Maniatis complained, in 
a letter to the village board, that no 
trustees had attended a March 17 speech 
by state auditor Michael Howlett. 


VALENZA CONTRASTED that story 


with a May 25 story on Gill's speech at a 
Jaycee banquet. Valenza said the entire 
board attended, and that village officials 
were introduced at the banquet. Valanza 
said it was a "rarity" for the entire 
board to attend such an event and he 
complained, "There were no comments 
(in the Herald report of the banquet) 
that the entire board was at the dinner, 
and this was a month after the election " 


Valenza may see the publication of 


guests lists as an essential function of a 
newspaper. We do not 


The story on the Jaycee banquet was 


devoted to the most newsworthy aspect 
of that event' Gill's condemnation of the 
Vietnam war The Herald did not report 
the presence of the trustees at the ban- 
quet, Just as it did not report their ab- 
sence in our original story on Howlett's 
Chamber of Commerce speech. 


It was a week after the Howlett speech 


that we reported the absence of the

trustees. That was only after the Cham- 
ber of Commerce's letter of criticism 
was discussed at a village board meet- 
ing The Herald reported the discussion, 
including remarks by board members, 
just as it does all significant village 
board discussions. 


VALENZA WAS also disturbed by a 


story in last Monday's Herald which re- 
ported on a meeting at which a devel- 
oper and a printing firm agreed to pay 
most of the cost of a water main exten- 
sion 


"Valeria's screaming saved the Vil- 


lage of Wheeling $35,000," Valenza said. 
"If you think they just give you tot lots 
or sewers or public land, you're wrong 
We batter, we dicker, we cajole." 


This criticism is bewildering. Valenza 


said he screamed; the story said he 
shouted Valenza said he saved the vil- 
lage money; the story said that Valenza 
and former trustee Peter Egan managed 
to get a developer to pay his share of the 
cost. Valenza said village officials dick- 
ered and cajoled; the story said they 
haggled 


Valenza's criticisms are unfounded, 


but we can agree with at least part of his 
remarks "Because of my ethnic back- 
ground, I get emotional," he said. We 
don't know if his "ethnic background" is 
the cause, but we do agree that Valenza 
is emotional.

the center of Wheeling, over Holmes Ju- 
nior High School. This action was strictly 
forbidden by permit without a public 
hearing and reevaluation by the Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals. To our 
knowledge no such rehearing was ever 
conducted," the letter charges. 


"In January, 1971, for reasons obvious- 


ly having to do with the pending lawsuit, 
the threshold lights were relocated and 
the runway touchdown lines obliterated 
and repainted in a new location. 


"In April, 1971, the manual was hur 


riedly revised, downgrading the runway 
length from 5,200 to 5,000 feet and the 
gross weight limits reduced from 242,000 
pounds to 86,000 pounds," the letter says 
The citizens explain that a BAC-111 jet 
that has headquarters at Pal-Waukee 
weighs 86,000 pounds. 


"During the past three years the resi- 


dents of Wheeling regarded the FAA as 
neutral in our dispute with the airport/ 
owner The facts in the manual certainly 
put a different light on FAA neutrality," 
Rogers and Watts said 


"While the FAA personnel were telling 


us about their efforts to reduce the air 


traffic over Wheeling they were in fact 
routing two-way traffic from the NNW- 
SSE runway over our homes .. 


"WHILE THE FAA personnel were 


telling us about noise abatement, they 
were expanding the tower hours 
from 6 a.m. to 12 p m. 


"While the FAA personnel were telling 


us that the air traffic patterns were 
changed for pilot safety, the real reason 
was to bring aircraft with gross weights 
in excess of 60,000 pounds 


"While the FAA personnel were telling 


us to see the airport owner about permit 
violations, in the background they were 
authorizing the covert expansion," the 
letter charges. 


"Considering the FAA's position at a 


private profit-making airport, their ac- 
tions can only be regarded as irrespon- 
sible, improper and in view of the permit 
— illegal," Rogers and Watts said.

On Palatine Business Area 


An open forum for merchants and 


property owners to discuss objectives for 
the central business district of Pattine 
has been set for 8 p.m. June 22 in the 
village hall. 54 S. Brockway. 


The fonim was scheduled by the Pala- 


tine Plan Commission following an infor- 
mal meeting with Rolf Campbell, a pro- 
fessional land planner, of Rolf Campbell 
and Associates. 


The commission has for several weeks 


considered revising land use plans for 
the central business district and its out- 
lying areas. Campbell was invited to 
comment on the best ways to possibly 
update the area. 


He suggested the forum saying, "No- 


body knows the downtown and what they 
want there better than the people who 
have businesses there." 


CAMPBELL 
recommended 
against 


having a study done of the central busi- 
ness district and said, "What you want 
and need Is something which can be 
started in the next several months not 
years." 


He said, "If you set a program that 


reflects their (the merchants) interests 
the chances for success are better." 


The basic area under consideration for 


the downtown is bounded by Washington 
Court on the south, Colfax Street on the 
north. Smith Street on the west and 
Plum Grove Road on the east. However, 


it may extend as far west as Cedar 
Street and possibly as far east as Benton 
Street, according to Village Mgr. Berton 
Braun. 


Campbell said, "The town badly needs 


something. It lacks a real cohesiveness. 
It needs a physical plan to tie it togeth- 
er." 


When asked where he thought the 


downtown should be in relation to the 
railroad depot Campbell indicated that it 
could be by the old depot or the new one. 
by the old shops or the new, but that the 
depot could not disrupt the business dis- 
trict in the area of traffic. 


ANOTHER CONCERN of the 
plan 


commission, expressed by merchants in 
the past, was whether the downtown area 
should be located only on one side of the 
railroad tracks or on both. The town is 
now located on both sides of the tracks. 


Campbell sited towns where the busi- 


ness district was on one side of the 
tracks and towns where it was on both. 
He said, "You'll have to live with what 
you've got. The most desirable is on one 
side but you can't change that." 


Another major concern of the plan 


c o m m i s s i o n expressed by Thomas 
Moody, chairman, was whether it would 
be wise to increase the density around 
the business district. 


Campbell indicated that if handled cor- 


rectly increased density can be an ad- 
vantage to the business district. 


He added, "If you allow it in the core 


area you will probably not have it in oth- 
er areas of the community." 


MOODY SAID, "We don't prescribe to 


the idea that building and growing neces- 
sarily makes the downtown a success." 


Campbell agreed but said, "I see signs 


of blight coming intothe odwntown. 
When this happens the first responsibility 
rests with the plan commission." 


He suggested holding the forum and 


following it with some kind of sketch 
plans to set limitations on how far out 
the business district should expand.

the necessary changes, possibly through

ordinances, he said, It may not even 
mean changing the zoning but instead 
the building codes, he said.

District Changes Outdoor Program 


Students in Dist. 15 next year, will no 


longer be romping at Camp Reinberg 
for their outdoor education program. 


Instead, they'll study nature on the 


their own school sites, MI undeveloped 
sites owned by the district, and in the 
forest preserve. 


The Dist. 15 board voted Monday to 


change the outdoor education curriculum 
to make greater use of their own sites. 
By no longer busing students to Camp 
Reinberg for the program, the district 
will save money and need not charge 
students an additional fee for the nature 
study. 


Because of a stronger demand by other 


groups for the use at Camp Reinberg for 
the coming year, time provided to Dist. 
15 for the outdoor education program 
would possibly have been cut, Frank 
Whiteley, superintendent told the board. 


BY SWITCHING THE program to the 


district's own sites and the public forest 
preserves, a rental fee will not have to 
be charged. Last year the district appro- 


priated $13,080 for outdoor education. A 
cut to $11,041 is projected for the coming 
year because of the change. 


The board also voted to cooperate with 


Illinois State University in a micro-teach- 
ing program for Dist. 15 teachers in the 
coming school year. 


Under the program, Dist. 15 would be- 


come a dissemination center for micro- 
teaching videotapes to area teachers. 
The tapes show various teaching tech- 
niques in actual classroom situations to 
be used for study and comparison by 
teachers. 


"We should consider this somewhat of 


an honor and an internal benefit to us," 
Whiteley said of the program. 


Dist. 15 will receive $3,000 from ISU 


for the project to be used for costs of 
operating the tapes and handling visitors 
who will observe the micro-teaching 
tapes periodically during the year.

Arguments 
Develop On 
Zone Suit

Attorneys will present their final argu- 


ments this morning in the suit challeng- 
ing the zoning decision made by the Hoff- 
man Estates Village Board concerning a 
78-acre parcel at the village's north end. 


The arguments will be presented be- 


fore Judge Herbert A. Ellis of the Cook 
County Circuit Court in Chicago. 


The land was zoned for single family 


development after attorneys representing 
the landowners requested zoning for 1,372 
apartments. Owners of the property in- 
clude Chicago Aldermen Thomas Keane 
and Paul Wigoda. 


Attorney William Braithwaite yester- 


day brought forward a series of land- 
owners surrounding the 78 acres, located 
between Palatine and Bradwell roads 
along the western line of Palatine Town- 
ship. 


Braithwaite represents parties from 


unincorporated areas around the 78 acres 
who oppose the development of apart- 
ments. He has joined Hoffman Estates 
Village Atty. Edward Hofert, who is de- 
fending the single family zoning classifi- 
cation applied to the land last August. 


NEIGHBORING LANDOWNERS who 


appeared told of the condition of their 
property and showed a minimum one- 
acre homesite is owned by protesters. 


Property values from among the wit- 


nesses ranged between $50,000 to over 
$900,000 from a man who owns 122 acres 
nearby. 


A day earlier Ralph Martin, a real es- 


tate expert, called by the village, said 
the neighbors would suffer a $1 million 
loss In property value if zoning for the 
apartments is granted. 


It was brought out in court yestedday, 


however, that no restrictive covenants 
exist on the land forbidding apartment 
development. 


In the morning session, Rolf Campbell, 


Hoffman Estates land planning con- 
sultant, testified that single family home 
development is the highest and best use 
of the 78 acres. 


Single family homes are in keeping 


with the nature of the surrounding area 
and the large apartment building now 
throw: high jump and broad jump are 
open to both boys and girls.

THE VETERAN POLITICIAN was 


also reportedly the man who originated 
the idea of a tax-supported park district. 


"You can't support a park on volun- 


tary subscription," used to be his max- 
im, and in 1925 the Arlington Heights 
Park District was created. Mr. Volz 
served on the first park board. 


When Mr. Volz was mayor, in the early 


1900s he felt a new village hall was 
needed and was upset with public reluc- 
tance to build one. An astute political 
mind, Mr. Volz arranged for the village 
insurance firm to threaten cancellation 
of a policy unless a better building was 
provided to house the pumps and boilers 
of the village water works. 


"When the letter came in, I took it 


right down to Charlie Paddock and put it 
in the paper. You never saw so many 
people anxious for a village hall," he 
said a few years ago. The new building 
was completed in 1914. 


During his lifetime, Arlington Heights 


grew from a population of less than 900 
to more than 64,000. A life-long Republi- 
can, Mr. Volz served on the village 
board, school board, park board and 
many other boards and committees in 
the village and the area. 


In memory of Mr. Volz, flags in Arling- 


ton Heights were flown at half staff ear- 
lier this week. . 


RELATIVES AND FRIENDS attended funeral and 
graveside services yesterday for Albert F. Volz, 
100, who died Saturday. Volz, a life-long resident 
of Arlington Heights, served as the village's mayor 


and a state representative in the early 1900'$. Four 
men wearing the dark blue uniforms and colorful 
patches of the Arlington Heights Fire Department 
in honor of Mr. Volz, one of the original organizers 


of the fire department. The patriarch of the North- 
west suburbs has been given credit for originating 
the idea for Northwest Highway.

Trace Chiefs 
Are Again 
In Trouble 


Meadow Trace officials are in trouble 


again, this time over more than $8,000 
owed to Rolling Meadows for water use 
during the last billing period. 


City Mgr. James Watson announced 


Meadow Trace apartment complex on 
Algonquin Road has an unpaid $8,964 wa- 
ter bill for the months of January 
through April. Watson said he has sent 
two notices to the apartment complex 
asking the bill be paid, but has received 
no reply. 


"I don't know what the remedy is 


going to be. I would hate to shut off wa- 
ter to residents of the apartments," Wat- 
son said. "The renters are not resoonsi- 
ble for the delinquent water bills." 


Meadow Trace supplies water for ten- 


ants of the apartment complex. 


City Atty. Donald Rose has been con- 


tacted to '"find out what can be done to 
get the payment," said Watson. City offi- 
cials have suggested a lien on the prop- 
erty until the money is paid, but no deci- 
sion has been made. Watson said turning 
off the water "would be the last ditch 
effort." 


City officials said the water bills for 


the next three months will be coming out 
soon, and the Meadow Trace account is 
still delinquent. 


The latest clash between Meadow 


Trace and city officials is the fourth in- 
cident in less than six months. 


TWO WEEKS AGO City Treasurer 


Robert Cole released figures showing 
Kussuba Development Co., owners of the 
a p a r t m e n t complex, owe the city 
$41,478.95 in back taxes from 1967, 1968 
and 1969. The money owed represents 
more than 62 per cent of the total tax bill 
for the three years. 


City 
officials 
are 
considering dis- 


annexation of the apartment from th'e 
city, if the money is not paid. Rose has 
been studying the possibility of dis- 
annexation but has made no legal opin- 
ion. He said a referendum of residents 
would be necessary to disannex the prop- 
erty. 


Kassuba again brought displeasure to 


Rolling Meadows officials two months 
ago. when the apartment building de- 
stroyed by fire was not demolished with- 
in the time limit required by the city. 
The fire occurred in January and only 
two weeks ago the building was leveled. 


City officials filed a court suit with the 


county to have the building demolished 
at the expense of Kassuba, but the suit 
was withdrawn when the building was 
leveled. 


Last year, more than 200 residents 


signed a petition protesting the condition 
of the apartment buildings. City officials 
then conducted inspections and found 
health and building code deficiencies, 
and required the apartment buildings be 
improved.

Youth Referral Commission May Be Forced To Evacuate Quarters 


The Rolling Meadows Youth Referral 


Commission will be forced to evacuate 
its headquarters next week, if proper 
zoning is not requested by owners of the 
building where the commission is head- 
quartered. 


City Mgr. James Watson issued a 


"cease and desist" order to Sacred Heart 
of Mary officials, owners of the former 
convent on Central Road, which has 
been made into a counseling headquar- 
ters for the youth referral commission. 


Watson said Sacred Heart 
officials 


have less than a week to answer a letter 
urging them to apply for a change in zon- 
ing. The land is presently zoned to allow 
the convent, but since it has been leased 


as, a counseling headquarter, the zoning 
is improper. 


"We don't want to close down the coun- 


seling service, but there must be proper 
zoning," Watson said. City officials have 
indicated they will approve the zoning 
change, if it is requested. 


Thomas Jauch, director of the city 


youth referral program, has business of- 
fices also in the convent and will be 
forced to stop the practice until the zon- 
ing is changed. 


"If we don't get a letter, we will have 


to close the place down," Watson said. 
"They may have to move the service to 
another place in Rolling Meadows or 
even out of town." 


The Rolling Meadows Youth Referral 


Commission was set up by city council 
more than three months ago to provide 
counseling service to city juveniles on 
everything from drug abuse to legal 


problems. Many referrals come from the 
police department to keep city youth 
from being sent to the Chicago Audy 
Home, a detention area. 


Jauch has trained a number of city 


residents who act as counselors for 
youth. City officials have stated "the pro- 
gram is working extremely well." 


All counseling has been done at the for- 


mer convent on Central Road.

building codes.

dards. 


Duane Jacobsen, owner of the room 


and board home, chose to evacuate the 
structure rather than renovate it. He 
said the cost to bring it up to standards 
was prohibitive. 


The land which houses the room and 


board home was annexed to the city 
three months ago, with the knowledge 
that a new facility would be built. 


Jacobson has plans for a 161 patient 


shelter care home, licensed by the state. 
He said he hopes to begin construction of 
the home this year. The present facility 
will be boarded up within 60 days, he 
said. 


Bloodmobile To Park 
At St. Colette Church 


A National Red Cross Bloodmobile will 


be parked outside St. Colette Church Sun- 
day to accept blood donations from 221 
parishioners who have pledged one pint 
of blood each. 


Registrations for the donations were 


set up last month by the church as part 
of a blood assurance program with the 
Red Cross. At a later date, an additional 
120 pints of blood will be collected at the 
parish to complete the St. Colette obliga- 
ion in the program. 


The total number of pints taken will

The Senate voted, 67 to 11, to put a

Listen to TV or radio at this time of 


year. and. it seems, there is either a tor- 
nado watch or a warning to take shelter. 


As early as 1644 in Swedes Fort Dela- 


ware the Rev John Campamres kept 
what is believed to have been the first 
continuous weather records in colonial 
America 


Benjamin Franklin, whose interest in 


atmospheric electricity inspired his fa- 
mous kite-flying experiment, was also a 
weather observer Jefferson had access 
to the thermometer invented by Galileo 
in 1S93, and the mercury barometer by 
Tomcelli in 1643 By 1849 with the in- 
vention of the telegraph and the interest 
in meteorology by Professor Joseph Hen- 
rv weather reporting by network began. 
If this, and more is of interest to you, 
read J Gordon Vaeth's book 'Weather 
Eyes in the Sky ' 


Franklin W Cole's 'Introduction to Me- 


teorology ' This book is intended primar- 
ily for the students who wish to elect a 
course in meteorology as part of their 
science requirements Some of. the sub- 
jects discussed include composition and 
vertical extent of the atmosphere, adia- 
batic processes and stability, horizontal 
motion and fluid flow 


'Global Weather Prediction' This book 


includes descriptions of future systems 
such as sensors, etc Part of the book is 
devoted to economic returns of satellite 
weather system and sophisticated mod 
els which simulate, in a computor .the 
future behavior of the atmosphere. With- 


in this decade, accurate weather fore- 
casts will be made 10 to 14 days in ad- 
vance. 


If you are a younger reader, you will 


learn what causes an electrical storm 
from the book, (I like the title of this 
book), 'Flash, Crash, Rumble and Roll' 
written by Franklin Branley. It explains 
that there are billions and billions of 
droplets in a cloud and there are billions 
and billions of electric charges in a 
cloud. When the charge is big, electricity 
jumps from the top of the cloud to the 
bottom. This makes a flash of lightning. 


There are warnings also for young 


people such as, don't stand under a tree. 


If you are swimming, get out of Die 


water Stay away from the stove, tele- 
phone, bathtub and shower. 


Another book for the younger reader is 


'Hurricans, Tornadoes and Blizzards' 
well illustrated and in simple vocabulary 
explains the uses of an anemometer, psy- 
chrometer and barometer. The illustra- 
tion of planetary winds, adults might like 
to review too In recording the speed of 
tornadoes, instruments have broken at a 
speed of 800 m p.h 


If you would like to learn more facts 


about the weather, the Rolling Meadows 
Library has books available on the sub- 
ject and now that the school year is 
drawing to a close, hurray, no more re- 
strictions on non-fiction subjects in either 
adult or children's collections. Your li- 
brary is air-conditioned for your com- 
fort. You're always welcome at the li- 
brary.

District Changes Outdoor Program 


Students in Dist. 15 next year, will no 


longer be romping at Camp Reinberg 
for their outdoor education program. 


Instead, they'll study nature on the 


their own school sites, on undeveloped 
sites owned by the district, and in the 
forest preserve. 


The Dist. 15 board voted Monday to 


change the outdoor education curriculum 
to make greater use of their own sites. 
By no longer busing students to Camp 
Reinberg for the program, the district 
will save money and need not charge 
students an additional fee for the nature 
study. 


Because of a stronger demand by other 


groups for the use at Camp Reinberg for 
the coming year, time provided to Dist. 
15 for the outdoor education program 
would possibly have been cut, Frank 
Whiteley, superintendent told the board. 


BY SWITCHING THE program to the 


district's own sites and the public forest 
preserves, a rental fee will not have to 
be charged. Last year the district appro- 


priated $13,080 for outdoor education. A 
cut to $11,041 is projected for the coming 
year because of the change. 


The board also voted to cooperate with 


Illinois State University in a micro-teach- 
ing program for Dist. 15 teachers in the 
coming school year. 


Under the program, Dist 15 would be- 


come a dissemination center for micro- 
teaching videotapes to area teachers. 
The tapes show various teaching tech- 
niques in actual classroom situations to 
be used for study and comparison by 
teachers. 


"We should consider this somewhat of 


an honor and an internal benefit to us," 
Whiteley said of the program. 


Dist. 15 will receive $3,000 from ISU 


for the project to be used for costs of 
operating the tapes and handling visitors 
who will observe the micro-teaching 
tapes periodically during the year 


SEVERAL TEXTBOOK adoptions and

Citizen Unit Fears Airport 
Will Be O'Hare Satellite 


A Wheeling citizens group has ex- 


pressed fears that Pal-Waukee Airport 
may be expanded to become a "satellite 
airport for business and feeder line air- 
craft now using O'Hare" airport. 


In the latest round of its battle with the 


airport, the group has persuaded the 
Wheeling Village Board to join it in ask- 
ing the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) to inform the public of its activi- 
ties at the airport just south of the vil- 
lage. 


The group told the village board that 


the FAA had cooperated with the airport 
in increasing the weight limit at the air- 
port so that planes as large as Boeing 
727 and the DC-7 could use Pal-Waukee. 


The weight limit was reduced, after a 


lawsuit was filed, but the citizens group 
wants public disclosure to insure it is not 
raised again. 


After listening to William Rogers and 


Robert Watts of the citizens group, the 
village board directed Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer to prepare a resolution support- 
ing the group. 


IN A WRITTEN speech Watts and Ro- 


gers told the board "We have been con- 
cerned about the extent of involvement 
by the FAA in the excessive expansion of 
this private, profit-making corporation. 
The use of federal funds by an agency 
whose own self-Interest would be en- 
hanced by the additional expansion 
should not go unnoticed." 


Rogers told the board that the effort to 


get cooperation from the FAA is the lat- 
est move in the citizen's committee's 2Vi 
year effort to have planes using the air- 
port fly over the forest preserves instead 
of homes. 


The new action is in addition to a suit 


filed against the airport owners by the 
state's attorney's fofice. That suit seeks 
to have the airport comply with provi- 
sions of a special use permit issued by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
in 1964.

with updated, detailed printed flight pat- 
tern information." 


The request includes a demand that 


"prior to effecting any changes in oper- 
ations or facility expansion, the FAA 
publicly reveal the specific details, peti- 
tion the county authorities who will in 
turn conduct public hearings." 


The village and citizens also ask that 


the federal agency "reveal the extent 
and amount of public funds expended 
annually for the past three years" at 
Pal-Waukee." 


A spokesman for the FAA said yester- 


day that the agency could be expected to 
issue a policy statement in response to 
the village and citizen request, 


The spokesman explained that weight 


restrictions on runways printed in the 
FAA "Airman's Information Manual" 
are provided by the airport. He also said 
that printing of flight patterns would be 
impossible since the tower controller sets 
the routes of planes on a minute to min- 
ute basis. 


THE SPOKESMAN also said that no- 


tices of changes in operations or facility 
expansion are sent to aeronautic inter- 
ests, but said they are not generally sent 
to the general public. FAA regulations 
do not require notification of the public, 
he said. 


He said it seemed likely that FAA ex- 


penses at the Pal-Waukee tower, would 
also be made public. On all of his com- 
ments, however, the spokesman noted 
that a final decision on a reply to the 
village and citizens would be made by 
the regional director of the FAA. 


In supporting their charges that the 


FAA is supporting its own interests by 
encouraging larger and heavier aircraft 
to use Pal-Waukee, Rogers and Watts 
gave the village statistics to show that 
"from the first day they (the FAA) took 
over the operation of the tower there has 
been a steady erosion of the permit re- 
strictions." 


"There is no doubt that the FAA's in- 


volvement at Pal-Waukee has provided 
the impetus and certainly the means for 
expanding the operations; for the benefit 
of the FAA, the special interest group, 
and for the owner, whose annual gross 
sales are now in excess of $5 million," 
they said. 


Haske is one of those to be filled. Haske, 
also an officer of the Prospect Heights 
Jaycees, has petitioned the court for 
renomination. 


"The biggest asset I can give the 


board is the experience I have with the 
district. In addition I have a degree in 
bacteriology and biology which helps me 
advise the board on matters of pollu- 
tion," said Haske, a salesman with the 
Vending Consultants Co. 


The second position has been vacant 


since December when Richard Schuld, 
now district superintendent, resigned 
from the board.

According to Schuld, "The district offi- 


cials asked people who have worked hard 
for the district if they were interested in 
serving on the board. Out of the seven 
people we talked to, only Kreuser peti- 
tioned the court." 


Kreuser, manager of the Heights Liq- 


uor Store in Prospect Heights, said he 
wants to serve the community. He said 
he has been recommended for the posi- 
tion by several local banks, St. Al- 
phonsus Catholic Church and the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association. 


Downs, the third candidate, said he 


was not asked to seek the position, but 
felt he wanted to "play a more active 
role in the community. I think the pre- 
sent status of the district should be made 
known to the taxpayers. I have heard 
that some residents have questions th'ey 
can't get answered." 


Downs, a lawyer with a practice in his 


home and an assistant public defender, 
said he was asked at one time to serve 
as attorney for the board. "I couldn't at 
that time because of pressing business 
responsibilities. That has let up now," he 
said.

Kimiyoshi Sugita — The New Breed

Kimiyoshi Sugita is a member of Ja- 


pan's new breed — the product of a wave 
of industrialization that has transformed 
the onetime war-torn nation into the 
world's third most productive economy. 


B e n e a t h his soft-spoken, reserved 


demeanor, there is an ambitious, deter- 
mined young man who wants to see Ja- 
pan's economy and relations with the 
United States strengthened. 


Kimiyoshi, 28, has left the traditional 


home of his family in a city near Mount 
Fuji and he and his wife Yumiko have an 
apartment in Tokyo. For six years he 
has been employed at the Nippon Steel 
Co. as a mechanical engineer. He proud- 
ly points out that the company is the 
largest in Japan and produces more ton- 
nage than any other company in the 
world. 


Six weeks ago Kimiyoshi arrived in the 


United States to continue his engineering 
training at the University of California 
graduate school. He plans to return to 
Japan in two years with U.S.-taught 
skills in steel making and with a better 


knowledge of the English language and 
the American people. 


KIMIYOSHI HAS dived into the Ameri- 


can culture with enthusiasm and is tak- 
ing a crash course in the Western life 
style at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
vey Sarner in Prospect Heights before 
moving to California. His visit is part of 
an "Experiment in International Living" 
program. 


When he met the Sarners, one of the 


first things he said was, "Now you teach 
me and instruct me if I do or say any- 
thing wrong. When I am in your home I 
want to do what is correct." 


Mrs. Sarner describes him as a per- 


fectionist with an "avid curiosity. We are 
impressed not only by his curiosity but 
also by his serene way of looking at 
life," said Mrs. Sarner. "He becomes 
very involved in things and yet still re- 


• mains calm." 


The Sarners have tried to expose Kimi- 


yoshi to a variety of facets of American 
life. He has toured museums, univer- 
sities, art galleries, and hospitals. At his 
request, the family also took him through 


the slums of Chicago. 


The first night Kimiyoshi spent with 


the Sarners, he asked to, join their 12- 
year-old daughter, Kyra, in her math- 
ematics studies. She taught him the Eng- 
lish words for math symbols. He also ac- 
companied Kyra to a Girl Scout meeting 
and visited the Sarners' second daughter, 
Surah, at her third grade class at John 
Muir School. 


ONE EVENING, Kimiyoshi cooked a 


traditional Japanese dinner for the Sar- 
ners, using an electric frying pan and 
chop sticks. Following Japanese cus- 
toms, the family ate from the table at 
which Kimiyoshi cooked and left their 
shoes at the front door. 


"Kimiyoshi has made a point to meet 


as many people as possible and has read 
every newspaper and magazine in the 
house," said Mrs. Sarner. "In America 
we have sort of lost the art of conversa- 
tion. We rarely take the time to really 
communicate. We feel Kimiyoshi has 
helped us improve our communication. 
We have learned as much from him as 
he has from us." 


If Kimiyoshi is an envoy of good will in 


America, his message is for the Ameri- 
cans and Japanese to "make much effort 
to solve our differences." 


There are "many business problems" 


between the two countries said Kimi- 
yoshi, commenting on the current con- 
troversy over reevaluation of the yen, 
their currency. Fully 30 per cent of Ja- 
pan's exports go to the United States, but 
Japan's sales to the United States exceed 
its purchases by more than Si billion. 
Some American manufacturers claim Ja- 
pan has an unfair advantage in world 
trade because the "yen is undervalued." 


Kimiyoshi claims that Japan's econo- 


my is still not strong enough for reeval- 
uation of the yen. He believes the cur- 
rency should eventually be reevaluated, 
but not now. 


According to Kimiyoshi, the United 


States is one of Japan's closest economic 
allies and "the most friendly country" on 
a political level. He added "We have re- 
lied on the American economy for a long 
time. We still do."

The Dist. 23 School Board has agreed 


with Miller builders to use a paved area 
that will be part of a school site in Ar- 
lington Heights to store storm water. 


The 5.8-acre school site is in the south- 


east corner of the proposed Northgate 
subdivision near Hintz Road and Windy 
Lane. 


At a school board meeting Monday, 


Jack Heiden, representing Miller Build- 
ers, said they could either fence in a hole 
filled with water or depress a paved area 
that would accommodate storm water 
during heavy rains. 


Heiden said, "All of the storm water 


from the subdivision will now to the 
school site, .because it is the lowest 
point." 


THE SCHOOL BOARD members ap- 


proved the plan for the depressed paved 


area, adding that they would negotiate 
with the builders to determine the size, 
location and cost of the area. 


Heiden proposed that the builders con- 


struct the paved area and that the dis- 
trict and builders share the cost, saying 
"whoever benefits the most from the 
paved area can pay the most." 


Heiden said the paved area could in- 


clude about 200 parking spaces in addi- 
tion to tennis courts. It would be flooded 
only in rainy periods. 


The storm water will be drained from 


the paved area through a pipe to 
McDonald Creek, according to Heiden. 


THE BUILDERS plan to begin con- 


struction as soon as they get permission 
from the village. Grodsky predicted that 
increased enrollment from the subdivi- 
sion will not affect the district until the 


fall of 1972. 


It is not certain when the school dis- 


trict will be able to start construction on 
the school. In October and February, 
voters turned down a proposal for a spe- 
cial tax levy to repay a state loan for 
construction.

Village Passes 'Adult' Book Store Law 


An ordinance calculated to help close 


the "adult" book store south of Wheeling 
on Milwaukee Avenue and to prevent 
similar stores from opening In the village 
was approved Monday by the Wheeling 
Village Board. 


The law, which defines "the sale and 


display of pornographic literature to be 
an offensive or unwholesome business," 
was passed despite objections by two 
trustees that the law would be unenfor- 
ceable. 


The new ordinance applies to the vil- 


lage and unincorporated areas within 
one mile of its boundaries. 


"The sale or display of immoral, in- 


decent or obscene -publications or other 
publications which arouses the purient 
interest of the reader or viewer Is hear- 
by declared to be an offensive or un- 
wholesome business," 
the new law 


states. 


A FINE OF $500 per day is set by the 


law (or anyone "selling, offering for sale, 
circulating, passing from one person to 
another, or exposing in any public place 
or anywhere in view of a store or place 
frequented by the public ... any immor- 
al, indecent or obscene publications, 
printed or written matter, or picture or 
other representation which will arouse 
the purient interest of the reader or 
viewer." 


Before the new ordinance was passed 


unanimously, Trustee Roger Strieker 
said that it would be impossible to define' 
"obscene" as used in the new ordinance. 


"If the Supreme Court can't do it I 


don't know how we can," Strieker said. 
He called the wording of the ordinance 
"a bunch of garbage." 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer said that the 


wording "which will arouse the purient 
interest," came directly from Supreme 


Trustees Cool 
To Rock Concerts 


A plan to hold weekly rock concerts at 


Wheeling High School this summer was 
met with limited enthusiasm Monday by 
the Wheeling Village Board. 


"Are they asking permission or are 


they telling us what they're going to 
do7" Trustee Michael Valenza asked the 
other board members. 


Valenza said he wanted the village at- 


torney to investigate the proposal which 
he said could be "a can of worms" for 
the village. 


The rock concerts, which are sched- 


uled to begin next Tuesday, would fea- 
ture Dex Card, a formerMisc jockey, and 
various rock groups. At an admission 
charge of $2 to $2.50 per person the con- 
certs could be expected to draw a weekly 
crowd of between 700 and 2,000 persons. 
Police Chief M. 0. Horcher told the 
board. 


HORCHER HAD ASKED in a report 


whether toe village's amusements ordi- 
nance could govern the concerts. 


That ordinance requires a permit for 


any amusement offered in the village. It 
also has a section which says that "it 


shall be unlawful to present any public 
amusement or show of any kind which 
tends or is calculated to cause or pro- 
mote any riot or disturbance." 


The proposed concerts would be spon- 


sored by the WHS Instrumental League 
to raise money for the high school band. 


The promoter, Dex Card, had also 


asked to hire a number of off duty 
Wheeling policemen to supervise the con- 
certs. 


VALENZA SAID Monday that having 


policemen work the extra four hours at 
the concerts could reduce their efficiency 
when they were on duty. 


He said the concerts would be a drain 


on the police department, the fire depart- 
ment and "our riot squads." 


He also asked why the proposal for the 


concerts had not been made to the board 
sooner. 


Village President Ted C. Scanlon told 


Valenza, "I appreciate your feelings, but 
at the same time you're telling your 
age." 


Scanlon pointed out that the concerts 


had been held successfully with a min- 
imum of trouble in Elmhurst. 


Court decisions. He explained that the 
court had not given any definition for ob- 
sceni y. 


"I'M NOT sticking up for this place, 


I'd like to see it closed," Strieker said. 


Trustee Michael Valenza, who original- 


ly initiated the drive to get rid of the new 
bookstore, told Strieker the village had to

"Let them tell us it's not obscene or 


pornographic," Valenza said. 


Strieker pointed to "Playboy Maga- 


zine" and asked Valenza if he thought it 
was obscene. 


"I wouldn't call it obscene," Valenza 


said. 


"Neither would I," Strieker said, "but 


my mother would," 


Trustee Albert Lang said he thought 


the village had "about as much chance 
as a snowball in hell" of enforcing the 
new ordinance, "We're putting some- 
thing on the books that's unenforce- 
able," he said. 


"We're the only guys who knows 


what's dirty, the courts don't know," 
Lang said. 


VALENZA- REPLIED "If we didn't 


have a 'dirty' bookstore I wouldn't be 
asking for a 'dirty' ordinance." He said 
the board should enact the ordinance be- 
cause local residents had been com- 
plaining and the board should do some- 
thing to get rid of the store. 


Lang asked if the new law applied to 


"X" rated movies shown at the drive-in 
theatre south of the village, but Hamer 
said the ordinance would have to be re- 
written to include a movie screening 
board if the village board wanted to 
also control movies. 


The board then unanimously approved 


the new ordinance. 


A citation is expected to be issued to 


the bookstore shortly after the oridnance 
is published and the 10-days period nec- 
essary to put it into effect is completed.

Mr. Volz has been given credit for sug- 


gesting a highway be built parallel to the 
Chicago and North Western Rwy. tracks 
and, in the 1920's, Northwest Highway 
became a traffic artery for the North- 
west suburbs.

was 


also reportedly the man who originated 
the idea of a tax-supported park district. 


"You can't support a park on volun- 


tary subscription," used to be his max- 
im, and in 1925 the Arlington Heights 
Park District was created. Mr. Volz

When Mr. Volz was mayor, in the early 


1900s he felt a new village hall was 
needed and was upset with public reluc- 
tance to build one. An astute political 
mind, Mr. Volz arranged for the village 
insurance firm to threaten cancellation 
of a pokey unless a better building was 
provided to house the pumps and boilers 
of the village water works. 


"When the letter came in, I took it

You never saw so many 
people anxious for a village hall," he 
said a few years ago. The new building 
Was completed in 1914. 


During his lifetime. Arlington Heights 


grew from a population of less than 900 
to more than 64,000 A lifp-long Republi- 
can, Mr. Volz served on the village 
board, school board, park board and 
many other boards and committees in 
the village and the area. 


IN HONOR OF MR. Volz's 100th birth- 


day, his picture was used on this year's 
vehicle stickers for Arlington Heights. A 
celebration planned by civic and busi- 
ness leaders for his May 12 birthday was 
delayed, and never held, when he was 
admitted to the hospital for a heart con- 
dition. 


In memory of Mr. Volz, flags in Arling-

Don Day Sues Village Of Wheeling For $500,000

Health Clinic director, has sued the vil- 
lage of Wheeling for $500.000 charging 
that his constitutional rights were vio- 
lated when he was arrested last year 


Named as defendants in a federal 


court suit are Police Chief M. 0. Hor- 
cher, Village Trustee Michael Valenza, 
former Wheeling policeman Ted Home- 
yer, and the village itself 


The suit is the result of charges the 


village filed against Day on May 22,1970, 
for contributing to the delinquency of 
three minor boys The charges were 
dropped last August at the request of the 
state's attorney's office. 


The village charged that Day allowed 


three boys to live in his Wheeling home 
without the consent of their parents or a 
court, that he did not properly supervise 
the boys and that he allowed them to 
associate with known drug and narcotics 
users in the home. 


Day's suit charges that Homeyer, Hor-

DAY'S CONTRACT WITH the TORCH 


clinic expired after his arrest It was not 
renewed and now he is coordinator of a 
program for socially maladjusted stu- 
dents at Tinley Park High School. 


The suit names Homeyer, Horcher and 


Valenza in both their official capacities 


and as individuals. 


Homeyer is involved in the case be- 


cause he was the arresting officer and 
signed the complaint against Day. 


Horcher is named in his capacity as 


police chief since he was in command of 
the police department at the time of 
Day's arrest. 


Valenza was to have been a witness 


against Day in the delinquency case and 
as a village trustee allegedly influenced 
Day's arrest. 


James Hickman, Day's attorney, ex- 


plained that while it is theoretically pos- 
sible that the jury could award Day dam- 
ages on three counts for a total of $Wz 
million, the likelihood is that only one of 
the three counts would be chosen by the 
jury. 


Now a Mount Prospect resident, Day 


had the title of "coordinator of educa- 
tional and social services" for the Title 
III program in Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. 


His duties included overseeing adoles- 


cent group therapy sessions, providing 
supervision for evening recreation pro- 
grams in local schools and administering 
an evening program for school dropouts, 
according to the suit. 


Homeyer, the former Wheeling police- 


man named in the complaint, recently 


resigned from the force after being 
charged with aggravated assault and 
cruelty to children. 


A grand jury refusal to indict Homeyer 


on the charges which related to alleged 
beatings of his children resulted in the 


case being dropped. However, Homeyer, 
who lived in Arlington Heights, has not 
asked to be reinstated on the police 
force. Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. Hor- 
cher said yesterday he did not know 
where Homeyer is now.

Dotvntown Study Included In Three-Year Project 
Present Planning Program Proposal 


A proposal for a three-year planning 


program that would include a downtown 
planning study the first year was pre- 
sented to Mount Prospect village offi- 
cials Tuesday. 


Total cost of the program is estimated 


at $95,500, with the downtown study cost- 
ing an estimated $35,000 to $45,000. 


The proposal was made by representa- 


tives of the General Planning and Re- 
source Consultants firm of St. Louis, Mo. 
They made their proposal after making a 
preliminary study of the village during 
the last several weeks. That study in- 
cluded meetings with village department 
administrators and participation in a re- 
cent bus tour of the village for civic and 
government leaders. 


Among other things the services pro- 


vided by the firm would include special 
studies on annexation policies, commu- 
nity finances and the village's tax base, 
and transportation and traffic. 


Development plans for the downtown 


business district as well as residential 


district are also included in the proposal. 


T H E PLANNING PROPOSAL, if 


adopted, would cost the village an esti- 
mated $45,000 the first year, and $25,000 
each year for the following two years. 


According to a statement in the firm's 


proposal, several factors have lead to the 
village's need for a new evaluation of its 
growth goals. Among these are contin- 
uing annexation of unincorporated areas 
by surrounding communities, particular- 
ly Des Plaines. Increasing land costs re- 
sulting in pressure for higher density de- 
velopments are another factor. 


The planners also noted in their pro- 


posal an increased demand for local 
planning deciscions to be part of larger 
regional planning developments. Related 
to this is what the planners term "in- 
creasing intervention by higher levels of 
government such as the county, the state 
and the federal government in land use 
planning." 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert, who asked the firm to make the 
presentation, said, "There's no doubt we 
need to get a plan." He termed the cur- 
rent master plan, adopted three years 
ago, "unworkable." 


Teichert had invited to the presenta- 


tion officials from the local school dis- 
tricts, the Mount Prospect Park District, 
the library board, the zoning board of 
appeals and the plan commission. Also 
invited were representatives 
of the 


Chamber of Commerce. 


Teichert asked the approximately 25 


who attended Tuesday's meeting to sub- 
mit their comments on the proposal to 
the village board. "The board will meet 
on this and other concepts," he said, 
"and out of this will come some planning 
direction." 


AS PART OF his proposal at the meet- 


ing, the president of the planning firm, 
Gerwin Rorhbach, gave his audience a 
preview of what the Chicago area might 
be like in the next 30 to 40 years. He 


predicted that the population of the met- 
ropolitan area would increase from its 
present 7% million to between 12 and 15 
million. While the City of Chicago would 
experience a population decrease, the 
suburban area population would jump 
form its present 3% million to about 12 
million. 


Rohrbach predicted however that the 


growth in.the suburban population will 
not be matched by a corresponding 
growth in the suburban area. The result, 
he said, will be a trend, already started, 
toward more densely populated suburbs. 


And, he said, Mount Prospect will be 


in the middle of this, pointing out the 
village is in "the second or third ranking 
boom area in the United States." 


In the midst of this, Rohrbach said, 


Mount Prospect has planning problems, 
the result of planning done on a part- 
time, unskilled basis. "What we are say- 
ing," Rohrbach told the audience, "is 
that you need help." 


Seek Out-Of-Court Settlement For Assessment '70 


Attorneys will attempt to settle, out of 


court, legal objections to Special Assess- 
ment 70, a storm sewer project planned 
for the Hatlen Heights area in Mount 
Prospect. 


The out-of-court settlement attempt 


was recommended yesterday by Circuit 
Court Judge Helen McGlllicuddy during 
a court hearing on objections from some 
of the 380 property owners being as- 
sessed for the project. 


Judge McGiUicuddy suggested that at- 


torneys for the village and those repre- 
senting residents settle legal objections 
(those dealing with the distribution of the 
assessments) before benefit objections 
(those dealing with benefit residents will 
receive) are heard. Another hearing on 
resident's objections has been set for 
10:30 a.m. June 22. 


Principal attorneys involved are Ken- 


neth Stoneseiffer, an assessment expert 
hired by the village; Edward Finnegan, 
who represents 
nearly 50 objectors 


known as the Hatlen Heights Civic Asso- 
ciation; and Leroy Tornquist, who repre- 
sents about 60 individual objectors. 


Construction of the storm sewer sys- 


tem will cost about $634,000 with Hatlen 
Heights area residents paying most of 
the cost through special 
assessments.

Voters in Elk Grove Township 


Elementary School Dist. 59 will go 
to the polls Saturday to decide the 
fate of two tax rate increases — 
one for 21 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation in the education fund and 
the other for 6 cents per $100 in the 
building fund. 


The Herald urges them to vote 


"yes" on both proposals. In that 
way they can rescue the district 
from a financial crisis over which 
it has had no control. 


The rate increases will raise the 


taxes on a house assessed at 
$10,000 by $27 a year, a prospect 
distasteful 
to 
any 
homeowner 


caught in the trap of spiraling 
taxes. 


However, if the referendum is 


defeated, the quality of education 
for children in Dist. 59 will depend 
wholly on the whim of the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


The district's present 
financial 


problems are the result of the deci- 
sion handed down in March by Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Walter Dahl that 
held corporate personal property 
tax unconstitutional. 


That ruling and a second, con- 


flicting ruling are now going to the 
Supreme Court for decision. If the 
Dahl ruling is upheld Dist. 59 must 
have the new money provided by 
the referendum or educational and 
maintenance budgets must be cut 
by eight and 19 per cent respective- 
ly. 


Before the Dahl decision upset 


the district's budget plans, district 
officials had managed to plan a 
"hold the line" budget which would 
maintain educational services in 
the district while staying within 
available income — no small feat 
intimes of inflation. 


In order to do this, district offi- 


cials not only planned no new pro- 
grams for next year, but planned 
to increase the district's borrowing 
position to the legal limit. 


If the district is now forced to cut 


the budget, it must begin eliminat- 


ing classroom teachers, increasing 
class size and diminishing the qual- 
ity of education offered. 


Dist. 59 voters can look at the 


effect of such cuts in their neigh- 
boring district, Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25. After suffering a referen- 
dum defeat in March, Dist. 25 has 
eliminated 10 per cent of the staff 
for next year and will be increas- 
ing class sizes. Also, the in- 
strumental music program has 
been eliminated. 


To avoid such budgetary blood- 


shed in Dist. 59, voters should ap- 
prove the referendum. 


If the Dahl decision is over- 


turned, the board of education has 
pledged not to levy the new tax 
rate and voters should expect them 
to keep that promise. 


Voters should not cast the fate of 


education in the district to the 
courts. The referendum is the only 
way to give the district officials a 
way to preserve educational quali- 
ty if the Dahl decision is upheld.

An apparent communications problem 


may be hampering'the efforts of North- 
west suburban communities to divert wa- 
ter from Lake Michigan. 


Despite estimates that the useful life of 


local wells is about 10 years, the Des 
Plaines-Arlington Heights-Mount Pros- 
pect-Palatine (DAMP) water commis- 
sion and the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways are waiting t for the other to make 
the next move. 


The four-town commission has asked 


the state for an allocation to permit the 
towns to divert 25.9 cubic feet per second 
of water from the lake. 


DAMP, which plans to build water in- 


take, transmission and filtration facil- 
ities, has been told by the state that it 
will get a share of the 3,200 cubic feet 
per second from the lake set aside for 
Illinois by a 1967 U.S. Supreme Court de- 
cision. 
. , 


LAST SPRING, John C. Guillou, chief 


engineer for the state agency, told 
DAMP it would get its fair share when 
the allocations were made in the fall. 


The official allocations were not posted, 
however, and according to DAMP com- 
missioners, were delayed by Guillou until 
this spring. 


DAMP officials say the commission 


cannot proceed with plans to build the 
pipeline to bring the water to the suburbs 
until the state.makes a move. 


DAMP chairman Robert F. Teepe of 


Mount Prospect, said yesterday that the 
commission cannot begin to sell bonds or 
start construction until it gets the alloca- 
tion. "We need more than a verbal as- 
surance," he said. 


C o n t a c t e d in Springfield Monday, 


Guillou said the state cannot make the 
allocation until the commission reaches a 
firm decision on its water needs. "They 
don't know the precise amount they 
need," he said. "We are reluctant to 
make an allocation and then have them 
not use it for a couple of years. Once it's 
allocated, no one else can use the wa- 
ter," he explained. 


WE'RE READY TO make the alloca- 


tion whenever they wish to have it," 
Guillon added. "Once they really have to 


have an allocation, they can have it. 
There's no holdup here at all," he said. 


Teepe said, "There seems to be a dif- 


ference of opinion in his office. They said 
they would be posting the preliminary al- 
locations in the spring, and now some of 
his people say it may be two years be- 
fore any allocations are made."

Deny Low-Quality Education Charge

Charges made by the Concerned Tax- 


payers of Elk Grove Township of over- 
spending and low quality of education in 
the Elementary School Dlst. 59 were re- 
futed yesterday by district SupL James 
Erviti.' 


A flyer urging a "no" vote in Satur- 


day's school tax rate referendum which 
contains budget figures and the charge 
that the district provides poor education 
was distributed in a shopping center in 
Elk Grove Village yesterday. 


The leaflet bore the name of Jack Roe- 


ser, 4M Victoria Ln., Arlington Heights, 
who had said earlier he would actively 


campaign against the district request for 
a tax hike of 27 cents per $100 assessed 
value. 


After examining the leaflet, Erviti said 


some of the budget figures are "pretty 
close" but said district budgets ranging 
from the 1968 through the projected 1971- 
72 budget are mixed indiscriminately. 


In addition, Erviti said, "We've been 


trying to figure out how in the world he 
came up with some of the numbers," cit- 
ing specifically a number of 1946 ex- 
penditure per pupil. The district's cost 
per pupil this year is $939, Erviti said, 
and $846 does not resemble any past or 
future cost figure. 


The leaflet also charges that Dist. 59 


students lag behind parochial school stu- 
dents in achievement scores and cites 
the "Coleman Report" that small class 
size makes no difference in educational 
quality. 


Erviti said he would not produce fig- 


ures on the parochial test comparison be- 
cause "Dist. 59 has never chosen to 
make invidious comparisons with paro- 
chial schools. The district enjoys a close 
and cooperative relationship with the lo- 
cal parochial schools and it would be in 
poor taste to use those figures now." 


Other information used by the district 


in the referendum campaign states that 
sophomores in high school from Dist 98

Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and

Voters in Elk Grove Township 


Elementary School Dist. 59 will go 
to the polls Saturday to decide the 
fate of two tax rate increases — 
one for 21 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation in the education fund and 
the other for 6 cents per $100 in the 
building fund. 


The Herald urges them to vote 


"yes" on both proposals. In that 
way they can rescue the district 
from a financial crisis over which 
it has had no control. 


The rate increases will raise the 


taxes on a house assessed at 
$10,000 by $27 a year, a prospect

However, if the referendum is 


defeated, the quality of education 
for children in Dist. 59 will depend 
wholly on the whim of the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


The district's present financial 


problems are the result of the deci- 
sion handed down in March by Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Walter Dahl that 
held corporate personal property 
tax unconstitutional. 


That ruling and a second, con- 


flicting ruling are now going to the 
Supreme Court for decision. If the 
Dahl ruling is upheld Dist. 59 must 
have the new money provided by 
the referendum or educational and 
maintenance budgets must be cut 
by eight and 19 per cent respective- 
ly. 


> 
Before the Dahl decision upset 


the district's budget plans, district 
officials had managed to plan a 
"hold the line" budget which would 
maintain educational services in 
the district while staying within 
available income — no small feat 
intimes of inflation. 


In order to do this, district offi- 


cials not only planned no new pro- 
grams for next year, but planned 
to increase the district's borrowing 
position to the legal limit. 


If the district is now forced to cut 


the budget, it must begin eliminat- 
ing classroom teachers, increasing 
class size and diminishing the qual- 
ity of education offered. 


Dist. 59 voters can look at the 


effect of such cuts in their neigh- 
boring district, Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25. After suffering a referen- 
dum defeat in March, Dist. 25 has 
eliminated 10 per cent of the staff 
for next year and will be increas- 
ing class sizes. Also, 
the in- 


strumental music program has 
been eliminated. 


To avoid such budgetary blood- 


shed in Dist. 59, voters should ap- 
prove the referendum. 


If the Dahl decision is over- 


turned, the board of education has 
pledged not to levy the new tax 
rate and voters should expect them 
to keep that promise. 


Voters should not cast the fate of 


education in the district to the 
courts. The referendum is the only 
way to give the district officials a 
way to preserve educational quali- 
ty if the Dahl decision is upheld.

Bigger Planes For Airport 
Citizens Fear Pal-Waukee Growth 


A Wheeling citizens group has ex- 


pressed fears that Pal-Waukee Airport 
may be expanded to become a "satellite 
airport for business and feeder line air- 
craft now using O'Hare" airport. 


In the latest round of its battle with the 


airport, the group has persuaded the 
Wheeling Village Board to join it in ask- 
ing the Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) 
to inform the public of its activi- 


ties at the airport just south of the vil- 
lage. 


The group told the village board that 


the FAA had cooperated with the airport 
in increasing the weight limit at the air- 
port so that planes as large as Boeing 
727 and the DC-7 could use Pal-Waukee. 


The weight limit was reduced, after a 


lawsuit was filed, but the citizens group 
wants public disclosure to insure it is not 
raised again 


After listening to William Rogers and 


Robert Watts of the citizens group, the 
village board directed Village Atty. Paul 
Mamer to prepare a resolution support- 
ing the group 


IN A WRITTEN speech Watts and Ro- 


gers told the board "We have been con- 
cerned about the extent of involvement 
by the FAA in the excessive expansion of 
this private, profit-making corporation. 
The use of federal funds by an agency 
whose own self-interest would be en- 
hanced 
by the additional expansion 


should not go unnoticed." 
"Rogers told the board that the effort to 
get cooperation from the FAA is the lat- 
est move in the citizen's committee's 2V4 
year effort to have planes using the air- 
port fly over the forest preserves instead 
of homes 


The new action is in addition to a suit 


filed against the airport owners by the 
state's attorney's fofice. That suit seeks 
to have the airport comply with provi- 
sions of a special use permit issued by 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
in 1964 


The suit charges that the permit has 


been violated by extending the runway 
and allowing heavier plans than speci- 
fied to use the airport. 


The resolution to the FAA regional di- 


rector from the citizens group and the 
village asks the federal agency, as well 
as the airport owners, to abide by all 
provisions of the 1964 special use per- 


mit."

tern information."

various rock groups. At an admission 
charge of $2 to $2.50 per person the con- 
certs could be expected to draw a weekly 
crowd of between 700 and 2,000 persons. 
Police Chief M. 0. Horcher told the 
board. 


HORCHER HAD ASKED in a report 


whether the village's amusements ordi- 
nance could govern the concerts. 


That ordinance requires a permit for 


any amusement offered in the village. It 


also has a section which says that "it 
shall be unlawful to present any public 
amusement or show of any kind which 
tends or is calculated to cause or pro- 
mote any riot or disturbance." 


The proposed concerts would be spon- 


sored by the WHS Instrumental League 
to raise money for the high school band. 


The promoter, Dex Card, had also 


asked to hire a number of off duty 
Wheeling policemen to supervise the con- 
certs. 


VALENZA SAID Monday that having 


policemen work the extra four hours at 
the concerts could reduce their efficiency 
when they were on duty. 


He said the concerts would be a drain 


on the police department, the fire depart- 
ment and "our riot squads." 


He also asked why the proposal for the 


concerts had not been made to the board 
sooner. 


Village President Ted C. Scanlon told 


Valenza, "I appreciate your feelings, but 
at the same tune you're telling your 
age." 


"prior to effecting any changes in oper- 
ations or facility expansion, the FAA 
publicly reveal the specific details, peti- 
tion the county authorities who will in 
turn conduct public hearings." 


The village and citizens also ask that 


the federal agency "reveal the extent 
and amount of public funds expended 
annually for the past three years" at 
Pal-Waukee." 


A spokesman for the FAA said yester- 


day that the agency could be expected to 
issue a policy statement in response to 
the village and citizen request. 


The spokesman explained that weight 


restrictions on runways printed in the 
FAA "Airman's Information Manual" 
are provided by the airport. He also said 
that printing of flight patterns would be 
impossible since the tower controller sets 
the routes of planes on a minute to min- 
ute basis. 


THE SPOKESMAN also said that no- 


tices of changes in operations or facility 
expansion are sent to aeronautic inter- 
ests, but said they are not generally sent 
to the general public. FAA regulations 
do not require notification of the public, 
he said. 


He said it seemed likely mat FAA ex- 


penses at the Pal-Waukee tower, would 
also be made public. On all of his com- 
ments, however, the spokesman noted 
that a final decision on a reply to the 
village and citizens would be made by 
the regional director of the FAA.

Residents Favor Law Letting 18-Year-Olds Drink Beer 


by LEON SHURE 


DCS Plaines residents polled by the 


Herald generally favor changing state 
law to allow 18 year olds to drink beer 
legally but some think the change might 
create new problems. 


According to the Herald poll, legalizing 


beer drinking at 18 would be more realis- 
tic and honest, but it might hurt efforts 
to stop 18 to 20-year-olds from drinking 
hard liquor or going to bars. 


The Illinois House of Representatives 


voted 98 to 32 Tuesday to lower the beer 
drinking age to 18. State Rep. Aaron 
Jaffe (D-Skokie). the bill's sponsor, told 
the Herald Wednesday that the State 
Senate may act on the bill before the end 
of the month. 


Rep. Jaffe said the present law is hy- 


pocritical, and all college students and 
soldiers under 21 drink beer at some 
time. The present law makes "'criminals 
out of students," he said. 


Marijuana is more available than beer, 


Jaffe said, and he would rather let young 
people drink beer. 


The Rev. Ernest Grant, former chair- 


man of the Des Plaines Youth Commis- 
sion said, "If young men are considered 
responsible enough to be drafted and risk 
their lives, they ought to be allowed to 
have other adult resposibilities as well." 


Many adults cannot cope with alcohol, 


and some young adults couldn't cope ei- 
ther, Rev. Grant said. But alcoholism is 
a symptom of emotional or family prob- 
lems, and most Des Plaines young adults 


have enough "ego strength" to cope with 
beer drinking, he said. 


John Donohue, dean of students at 


Oakton Community College, favors low- 
ering the beer drinking age. He feels 18 
year olds would be able to handle it re- 
sponsibly. 


Young adults in Wisconsin and New 


York, where it is legal to drink beer at 
18, have handled the added responsibility 
well, he said. 
- Most persons polled felt that beer 
drinking by young adults is widespread. 
Many parents allow their children to 
drink beer. It is easy to get someone to 
buy beer for them, several 18 year olds 
told the Herald. 


"I'd rather see my son drinking beer 


at a restaurant than drinking secretly 


while driving into a car accident," one 
housewife said. 


Those opposed, cite safety hazards and 


difficulty in law enforcement which they 
feel would occur if the law were 
changed. 


As the law now stands, 18-20 year olds 


can be arrested for drinking or posses- 
sion of alcohol. If it were legal to drink 
beer, it would be difficult to know if the 
young adult had been drinking beer or 
hard liquor, according to Des Plaines po- 
lice youth officer, Sgt. Ken Fredricks. 


In 1970 42 males and four females be- 


tween 18 and 20 were arrested for liquor 
violations, police said. This statistic in no 
way reflects how many young adults 
drink, or how often an officer decides to 


speak with parents of first offenders 
rather than arresting a youth, police offi- 
cials said. 


It would probably remain illegal to 


have open liquor in cars, the police offi- 
cials said. Alcohol is a factor in more than 
65 per cent of auto accidents according 
to the National Safety Council, police 
said. 


Police also discount the argument that 


beer would replace marijuana. Those 
who smoke marijuana probably wouldn't 
switch, or they would try to become 
more intoxicated by using both, police 
said. 


Licensing requirements would have to 


be established, some residents said, to 
prevent young adults from going to bars 
and taverns where hard liquor is sold.

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Dr. Middleton 
Asks New Judge 
Be Appointed 


Dr. James A. Middleton asked yester- 


day that a new Judge be named to pre- 
side over his trial, claiming that Circuit 
Court Judge Robert Downing is prej- 
udiced in the case. 


Dr. Middleton, who has been charged 


with deviate sexual assault by two of his 
female patients, made the request in a 
petition yesterday in Judge Downing's 
courtroom at the Criminal Courts Build- 
ing in Chicago. 


Judge Downing declined to act on the 


motion following 
an objection from 


James Kavanaugh, assistant state's at- 
torney, and continued the case until June 
16. The judge said he wanted to give both 
sides an opportunity to research the law 
concerning changing judges. 


The law states that a defendant can 


request a judge change within seven 
days of the beginning of a cause without 
giving any reason, Judge Downing said. 


Minutes after the case was called yes- 


terday, Kavanaugh told the court of new 
indictments against the doctor. The new 
indictments were drawn, he said, be- 
cause additional charges of aggravated 
battery had been brought against Middle- 
ton by the same two patients. 


KAVANAUGH EXPLAINED that the 


charges in the old indictments would not 
be prosecuted, but that the state would 
act on the charges of deviate sexual as- 
sault and aggravated battery mentioned 
in the new indictments. 


Dr. Middleton's attorney, Edward M. 


Genson, then filed the request for the 
change of judge, arguing that his client

had a right to the change because he was 
requesting it within seven days of is- 
suance. 


Judge Downing said he was not sure 


that a simple change of indictment num- 
bers was sufficient to warrant the 
request and continued the matter for a 
week. 


Genson said in court that the request 


was not based on actual prejudice on the 
part of the judge, but outside the court- 
room a few minutes later said the doctor 
was alleging in the petition that the 
judge is prejudiced. The attorney refused 
to comment on why the doctor thinks the 
judge is prejudiced. 


The doctor appeared in court for only a 


few minutes yesterday. He was sworn in 
to testify regarding the petition to 
change judges at one point, but remained 
silent as the legal questions arose. 


DR. MIDDLETON was arrested in his 


office at 969 Elmhurst Rd., unincorpor- 
tated Des Plaines, Dec. 1. The arrest 
came after a two-month investigation 
during which several of the doctor's 
patients complained that he had drugged 
them and then sexually assaulted them. 


He was also arrested on charges of il- 


legal possession of explosives Dec. 31 
when federal agents raided his office and 
allegedly found pipe bombs, fuses, gun- 
powder and firing wax. 


He is free on bond on both the state 


and federal charges and is continuing his 
practice, while the federal charges are 
pending, awaiting indictment in a federal 
district court. 


Last week the Illinois Department of 


Registration and Education found Mid- 
dleton guilty of "dishonorable, unethical 
and unprofessional conduct," and "eng- 
aging fraud to obtain a license to prac- 
tice medicine" in the state. 


The state medical agency revoked the 


doctor's license to practice in the state, 
pending several avenues of appeal. Ed- 
ward Price, director of the department, 
said Dr. Middleton can continue his prac- 
tice until all his appeal procedures have 
been exhausted. 


Only Site Holding 


Up Public Housing 


THE POPULARITY OF summer pro- 
grams offered by the Des Plaines 
Park District was evident yesterday 
when local residents jammed the 
Rand Park fieldhouse, 2025 Miner St., 
to sign up for their favorite activities. 


Registration, which begins at 10 a.m. 
and ends at 8 p.m., will continue to- 
day and Friday. Park activities in- 
clude sailing, canoeing, golf, crafts, 
photography, 
baseball, 
swimming, 


tennis and day camp. 


The head of the agency that will devel- 


op low-rent public housing for the elderly 
in Des Plaines told a local group Tues- 
day that selection of a site for the project 
is the only thing holding it back. 


Victor L. Walchirk, director of the 


Cook County Housing Authority (CCHA), 
told the Des Plaines Interfaith Council 
that his agency and the city are consid- 
ering several sites for the 128-unit high- 
rise building. 


Walchirk acknowledged that one of the 


sites being considered is a small park 
across from Central School, 1526 Thacker 
St. He said, however, that no final deci- 
sion has been made on the location of 
the project. 


The CCHA director also urged subur- 


ban communities to take a look at his 
agency's developments of low-income 
housing for families, which he said have 
been of the low-rise, townhouse variety, 
with design standards as good or better 
than those used in private developments. 


"I'd say that the first step that must 


be taken in suburban communities such 
as Des Plaines is a systematic dispelling 
of much of the mythology that exists 
about low-income housing for families," 
said Walchirk. 


Family housing built by the CCHA is 


no more than two stories high, provides 
plenty of open space and makes use of 
the "highest design standards, standards 
certainly comparable and in most cases 
superior to private development," he 
said. 


"This type of housing can only be pro- 


wided with the active support of con- 
cerned groups of individuals such as 
yourselves," he told the Interfaith Coun- 
cil, which met at First United Methodist 
Church, Graceland and Prairie avenues. 


Tentative plans for the senior citizen 


project in Des Plaines were unveiled 
Monday by Mayor Herbert Behrel. the 
mayor said the proposed nine-story 
building could fit on the Thacker site or 
on other sites that are being considered 
by the city and the CCHA. 


Several local groups, including the 


League of Women Voters, Central School 
PTA and the Des Plaines Park District 
has opposed location of the building on 
that site. Opponents have cited what they 
say is a need for open space in the neigh- 
borhood in arguing against plans for the 


Thacker property, which is owned by 
School Dist. 62. 


Walchirk told the gathering Tuesday 


that the CCHA has built and is managing 
600 apartment units for families and 200 
units for senior citizens in the Cook 
County suburbs. 


Four hundred elderly housing units are 


under construction in Skokie and Park 
Forest and another 1,500 are in the plan- 
ning stages in Des Plaines, Arlington 
Heights, Evanston, Franklin Park and 
unincorporated areas, he said. 


"We are now in the process of dis- 


cussions with the city for an appropriate 
site for this type of development in Des 
Plaines," said Walchirk, whose agency 
was invited by the city to build and oper- 
ate senior citizen housing here. 


He said a 127-unit high-rise building for 


the elderly in Niles, opposite Golf Mill 
Shopping Center, is "similar to the type 
of proposal in general that we're making 
for the city of Des Plaines." 


Throughout his short talk and during a 


question and answer session afterwards, 
Walchirk emphasized cooperation with 
communities in which the CCHA is work- 
ing. "Local acceptance and approval is 
really a mandatory requirement for the 
program right from its inception," he 
said. 


Walchirk said his agency has the pow- 


er to condemn private property if it can- 
not agree on the price with the owners. 
He said, however, that the CCHA cannot 
condemn property owned by public 
agencies. 


He pointed out that land for the elderly 


housing developments in Park Forest 
and Skokie were donated by the local 
municipalities. 


"What we're saying is that we 


think we have a program that has been 
very well received on a county-wide 
basis," he said. 


"We're hopeful that we'll be able to get 


something built in the City of Des 
Plaines," he said. 


As development of the proposed proj- 


ect progresses, said Walchirk, the CCHA 
will announce when it will begin accept- 
ing applications for residency. He said 
the city could decide to give first prior- 
ity for apartments to city residents. 


Rents in the building, he said, would be 


$40 a month for senior citizens who meet 
certain maximum income limits.

Arlington Heights Police Chief L. W. 


Calderwood put it simply when address- 
ing himself to the problem of keeping the 
Salvation Army's Des Plainea Commu- 
nity Counseling Center in operation. 


"It's just a case of too much work and 


not enough funds," he said. "There's no 
question in my mind of the great need 
for the services the center offers. It 
would be a good thing to keep it going." 


A policeman's job is a varied one. He's 


a traffic cop, a detective, a dog catcher. 
At the same tune, however, he is a social 
worker, psychiatrist, counselor and hu- 
manitarian. 


It's just such duties that the policeman 


handles each day that makes the need 
for a community counseling center more 
important. 


CALDERWOOD, former member of 


the board of directors of the Salvation 
Army for four years until 1968, sees the 
counseling center as a referral service 
that takes the burden of family and juve- 
nile problems off the shoulders of the po- 
liceman and into the hands of full-time, 
more competent individuals with the pro- 
fessional training and background to help 
people. 


"The only way a counseling center can 


succeed," Calderwood said, "is to use 
the same approach as the Village of 
Niles, which has a counseling center 
funded completely by the village. It also 
needs competent people with the proper 
professional training. And, there should 
be a maximum of 40 people per social 
worker." 


Calderwood said Arlington Heights 


used to have a similar center called the 
Northwest Family Service but that it had 
to close about five years ago because of 
financial problems and the lack of per- 
sonnel. And that could be the fate of the 
Des Plaines counseling center unless 
money is raised to help it survive.

View, Elk Grove and Rolling Meadows 
High Schools was tied up earlier this 
spring when technical questions were 
raised about the bonds put up by Cook 
County Bus Lines and a 5 per cent cost 
reduction offered by Davidsmeyer Bus 
Lines if Dist. 214 could cooperate on bus- 
ing with Elementary Dist. 59. 


Board members finally decided to ask 


for a declaratory judgment in the Cook 
County Circuit Court to decide which 
company was the lower bidder on bus 
services for the southern part of the dis- 
trict. 


The board awarded Ritzenthaler Bus 


Lines a $1.14 million contract for the 
northern part of the district. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Ed- 


ward Egaii ruled in favor of Cook County 
Bus Lines in March as the low bidder for 
bus service to the southern part of the 
district.

Calderwood said police handle family 


and juvenile situations the best way they 
can, referring some of the cases to the 
counseling center or making what is 
called station adjustments, in which, un- 
der the jurisdiction of the family court, 
the police department acts as a proba- 
tion officer in settling a problem with a 
juvenile. 


IN RARE instances, Calderwood said, 


police will file cases in court where the 
problem of a family or juvenile will be 
settled. 


"What we try to do is handle these in- 


stances of vandalism or shoplifting or 
family fights and disputes without going 
to court," the chief said. "We act as an 
arbiter, a friend of the family. We go in 
as a third person." 


Calderwood said many marital and 


parent-child problems are a result of eco- 
nomics, alcohol or incompatibility.

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'Low-Quality' Rap Denied

Charges made by the Concerned Tax- 


payers of Elk Grove Township of over- 
spending and low quality of education in 
the Elementary School Dist. 59 were re- 
futed yesterday by district Supt. James 
Erviti. 


A flyer urging a "no" vote in Satur- 


day's school tax rate referendum which 
contains budget figures and the charge 
that the district provides poor education 
was distributed in a shopping center in 
Elk Grove Village yesterday. 


The leaflet bore the name of Jack Roe- 


ser. 414 Victoria Ln , Arlington Heights, 
who had said earlier he would actively 
campaign against the district request for 
a tax hike of 27 cents per $100 assessed 
value. 


After examining the leaflet, Erviti said 


some of the budget figures are "pretty 
close" but said district budgets ranging 
from the 1968 through the projected 1971- 
72 budget are mixed indiscriminately. 


In addition, Erviti said, "We've been 


trying to figure out how in the world he 
came up with some of the numbers," cit- 
ing specifically a number of $946 ex- 
penditure per pupil. The district's cost 
per pupil this year is $939, Erviti said, 
and $946 does not resemble any past or 
future cost figure. 


The leaflet also charges that Dist. 59 


students lag behind parochial school stu- 
dents in achievement scores and cites 
the "Coleman Report" that small class 
size makes no difference in educational 
quality. 


Erviti said he would not produce fig- 


ures on the parochial test comparison be- 
cause "Dist. 59 has never chosen to 
make invidious comparisons with paro- 
chial schools. The district enjoys a close 
and cooperative relationship with the lo- 
cal parochial schools and it would be in 
poor taste to use those figures now."

They Hope To Eliminate War

It has been said that a woman can do 


just about anything if she puts her mind 
to it. 


Consider 150,000 females all crusading 


for peace. 


These women are organized as Another 


Mother for Peace (AMP), a not-for-profit 
association of individuals devoted to 
eliminating war as a way to settle dis- 
putes between nations, peoples and ideol- 
ogies. 


Why mothers for peace?' The group be- 


lieves that those who have given life 
must be dedicated to preserving it. 


Some of the members aren't women. 


Some are celebrities like Donna Reed 
Owen. Joanne Woodward and Paul New- 
man, Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Bernstein, 
Mr. and Mrs. Dick Van Dyke. But most 
are just plain people who never met a 
celebrity and could care less . . . GIs in 
Vietnam, students, housewives. 


THERE ARE PEOPLE like Mrs. 


Dorothy Lundahl of Rolling Meadows, 
who said, "In only a few months as a 
member. I have grown immensely as a 
better-informed, inspired and more in- 
fluential citizen and mother. Others, too, 
are looking for a way to channel their 
hopes and fears into meaningful, united 
action." 


Money comes mainly from the sale of 


peace products bearing artist Lorraine 
Schneider's creative, child-like design 


with the statement, "War Is Not Healthy 
For Children and Other Living Things," 
an AMP exclusive. 


Members advocate a militant approach 


for change. The mothers are bucking for 
a Department of Peace. 


"War is obsolete," they say. "There is 


no mother who is enemy to another 
mother." 


"THIS WAR IS NOT only responsible 


for most of our economic ills; this war is 
tearing us apart as a people," said Bess 
Myerson Grant, commissioner of con- 
sumer affairs for New York City at a 
World Mother's Day Assembly. 


"The enemy is in Times Square, on 


Wilshire Boulevard — it's smog," Mrs. 
Granl. declared. "The enemy is in Appa- 
lachia and the ghettos of Harlem and 
Watts — it's hunger and despair. The 
enemy is polluted water and air — and 
polluted hope." 


AMP tells members to write letters to 


heads, of companies who produce war 
products. Some of their targets are Gen- 
e r a l Electric (missile equipment); 
Whirlpool Corp. (beehive projectiles); 
Bulova Watch Co. (parts for high ex- 
plosives); Honeywell, Inc. (parts for 
rockeye bomb clusters); Dow Chemical 
(bomb nose assemblies, 
herbicides); 


General Motors (warhead and exploder 
designs for torpedoes, 155 mm self-pro- 
pelled Howitzers); Motorola, Inc. (fuzes 
for 40 mm shells). 


"War profits are without honor in this 


desperate time," said Mrs. Grant. 


ANOTHER MOTHER for Peace asks 


members to do their "peace" homework. 
Their "bible" tells them exactly what 
to do, where to write, how to go about 
activism. The "bible" is a 123-page ac- 
tivist's handbook called, "Another Moth- 
er's Datebook for Peace." 


It suggests political action, media at- 


tack, consumer power, peace education 
of the youth.

Update Wall 
Of Fireplace 


Fireplaces oftentimes lag behind the 


rest of the house in modernization, so if 
yours isn't a huge stone fixture you may 
want to give it a facelifting. 


Many fireplace walls have too many 


ins and outs — projecting mantels, re- 
cessed bookcases alongside, and clut- 
tered shelves. 


Paneling the wall is an easy way to 


update it. First step is to remove the 
mantel and frame out the wall with fur- 
ring strips. 


Then nail tongue-and-groove boards 


over the furring. Verticle grain western 
heml'Dck flooring makes a handsome 
wan, as do ponderosa pine, sugar pine or 
re-sawn cedar paneling. 


Wood molding may be added as a 


framis for the brick or marble facing of 
the >»pening, mitered for a snug fit 
against the paneling. 


If the space is there, consider adding a 


built-in cupboard for storing fuel adja- 
cent to the fireplace. 


The updated fireplace wall may be 


sealed and stained, either with a tint or 
clear stain, simply waxed or left unfin- 


serve; then ask a clerk for information 
on legal alternatives to the draft.

them to your neighbors. 


—Discuss with your local toy store the 


possibility of banning war toys. 


—Ask your child to help you start a 


news clipping file for your peace home- 
work and his school reports. 


-WRITE THE PRESIDENT of one 


major TV network, asking for more pro- 
grams showing the dangers of the arms 
race. 


—Send a penny to the Secretary of the 


Treasury, saying you resent being taxed 
for war, but would gladly pay for a De- 
partment of Peace. 


Another Mother for Peace may take an 


offbeat approach to ending the war, but 
it's sure to stir more interest and atten- 
tion than staying home knitting.

A few of the most dangerous are 
the sweetpea, lantana, hyacinth, morning 
glory, lily of the valley, iris, foxglove, 
wisteria, mountain laurel, castor bean, 
yew and rhododendron. Children are nat- 
urally inquisitive and are attracted by 
anything that looks edible. Much better 
that a child be watched than have to 
rush to either doctor or poison control 
center with what you think has been 
swallowed. 


Dear Dorothy: If antistatic sprays are 


so helpful in keeping down static encoun- 
tered in certain types of carpeting, why 
don't these people follow this method — 
and solve the problem?—Jean M.

Christian love, in a restrained, polite 


fashion, is filling Chicago's McCormick 
Place during evangelist Billy Graham's 
l!-f)ny crusade. 


Graham's message. "God loves you" 


and "you have to respond to God's love," 
may be reaching the audience, but it 
isn't overwhelming the attenders. 


The orderly crowd at opening night 


was nearly all white and mostly middle 
aged, though many teenagers and chil- 
dren were in the audience. Fundamental- 
ist churches from all over the Chicago 
area are sending busloads of people to 
the nightly crusades which end June 13. 


Graham looks as handsome as Charl- 


ton Heston in a Biblical movie and deliv- 
ers his message with the polish of a poli- 
tician despite a poor acoustics system. 
But what distinguishes Graham most is 
his sincerity. 


WHEN HE SAYS. "If America doesn't 


have a spiritual awakening in the next 
decade, we are finished as a free de- 
mocracy," you know his concern is hon- 
est. 


Doom isn't the evangelist's message. 


He sees hope for America, particularly 
through its young people. "Students are 
marching for Christ," and he termed it a 
"revolution." 


Young people today are asking, "what 


is the purpose of life," and the schools 
can't give the answer, Graham 
said. 


They arc finding that answer through 
Christianity, he said. Special youth night 
during the Crusade will be Thursday. 


He noted that the Christians have 


moved into Sunset Strip in Los Angeles 
and "maybe that's what you should do 
with Old Town." 


"God never changes. God loves you. 


God will forgive you," Graham told the 
audience. 


He admonished them to respond to 


God's love by repenting through leading 
a new life, "accepting Jesus as your sav- 
ior and making public witness of your 
new-found fiiith." 


And he asks those that "want to know 


Jesus Chris); as your personal savior" to 
walk up to tine speaker's platform. 


Hundreds of persons, the elderly, chil- 


dren holding hands, mothers with small 
children, and even young modish-looking 
couples, walked to the front. 


GRAHAM CALLS this the most impor- 


tant part of his service. He urged them 
to pray, be Christian witnesses, join a 
church and complete his home Bible 
study course. 


He ended by telling the audience, 


Graham Counter-Crusade 


As Billy Graham cnnducts his nightly 


crusade in the huge Don Maxwell Hall of 
McCormick Place, the Rev. Paul Lind- 
strom, pastor of the Church of Christian 
Liberty is Prospect Heights, holds a 
counter-crusade in a small room in a far 
corner of the building. 


Rev. 
Lindstrom calls his nightly ses- 


sions the "Chicago Fundamentalist Cru- 
sade." The contention of the ultracon- 
servativc minister seems to be that evan- 
gelist Graham is too liberal and has 
strayed from the Fundamentalists path. 


At the opening session Thursday, at- 


tended by fivr or six people not con- 
nected with the counter crusade, Rev. 
Lindstrom said Graham has "departed 
from old time evangelism." He said the 
Graham crusades are tided by too many 
"people of the world." 


As an example, he cited Pat Boone, 


flying to a Graham crusade in Min- 
neapolis to entertain young people. At 
the time, the singer was appearing in 
Las Vegas, the minister said. 


A display at the back of the room ex- 


plains what differences the Fundamen- 
talists have as compared with Graham.

Notebook

MIKE BRASIC of Ashland, Wls. was 


fishing in Lake Superior just off Hough- 
Ion Point last week, when something got 
hold of his nite-crawler baited hook and 
wouldn't let go. 


Brasic knew it was good. He's been 


around long enough to know the differ- 
ence between "ho hum," "pretty good," 
and "great." This fish, however, turned 
out to be in the "somethin' else" cate- 
gory, because when it was finally boated, 
Brnslc steamed straight for the shoreline 
and the nearest pair of registered weigh- 
ing scales 


It was a German Brown Trout, 38 


Inches long, that tipped the scales at a 
whopping 29 pounds 9 ounces. It beat the 
old Wisconsin state record by more than 
II pounds, and is far as our own records 
It Is 3*4 pounds heavier than any- 
thing else ever caught In North America. 
The closest U.S. record we could find Is 
George Langston's 26 Ib. 2 01. Brown 
that he took out of the Dale Hollow 
tallwaters In Tennessee some 13 years 
ago. 


Although far and away the biggest and 


most fish are taken trolling out of Lake 
Michigan and Lake Superior on artificial 
lures, it is still hard to beat a nite craw- 
ler when nothing else is working 


But trolling a nite crawler is still less 


efficient and a lot more destructive to 
the nite crawler than the casting-wig- 
gling method of fishing him. 


North of Waukegan and in fact all 


along the Illinois and Wisconsin lake 
front, fishermen are scoring regularly 
with the lowly "worm." The reason some 
are successful consistently with the 
crawlers, while others merely seem to be 
taking them swimming is due to two im- 
portant "rules." 


First: You have to weigh your rig well 


•head of the book In order to keep the 
hook free to move around near the bot- 
tom. If you put weight right at the hook, 
It tends lo drive the hook and the bait 
Into the bottom and pin It there. Fish, 
other than carp or catfish, can hardly 
find It when It's that low. All the trout 
and salmon are "look-up" fish. They 
swim angled toward the surface and tbey 
rarely are able to spot food flat on the 
floor. 


We still prefer some kind of slip-weight 


rig that keeps weight well ahead of the 
bait — and when a fiih does pick it up, 
the slip-weight lets him take line without 
feeling the pull of the sinker or split-shot. 


The second most important thing 


(which is actually equal in importance to 
the weight requirement) is hooking the 
nite crawler. There may be a dozen dif- 
ferent ways to hook him for various 
kinds of fish. But there is only one way 
to hook him for trout. Forget about the 
muscle or collar of the nite crawler, and 
DON'T "thread" him. Use a small book 
and hook him, from side to side, right 
through the bead end. And hook him as 
close to the end as you can, still being 
sure that It is in a heavy enough section 
to keep bim on the book. 


Hooked this way, the crawler can 


wriggle and move the hook around and 
up and down in the water. Hooked any- 
where else, you partly destroy the bait's 
ability to move and you also shorten his 
life considerably. 


After the weight and hook are correct, 


cast into moving water and try to let the 
outfit follow current or ripples to a 
smooth pool or quiet water area. The 
trout He In these areas, watching the 
moving water carry food Into them. 


Elsewhere in Wisconsin, in fact almost 


everywhere in Wisconsin, fishing is sim- 
ply great. Even Musky action, always 
late in starting, is beginning earlier than 
usual in Vilas and Forest counties. Lake 
Como, that "sleeper" lake that so many 
people talk about but not too many fish 
just across the street from Lake Geneva, 
is a g a i n p r o v i d i n g exceptional 
largemouth bass fishing. 


Last week an angler took a 5% pound- 


e r — a pretty fair largemouth — out of 
Como, casting a Johnson Silver Spoon 
covered with a pork chunk. This same 
rig also catches northern pike because it 
is so effective in heavily weeded waters. 
The pork chunk is put on so that it cov- 
ers the hook of the spoon. That way, it 
can be cast directly into heavy weed cov- 
er and lily pads and successfully retriev- 
ed 


Lake Geneva walleyes are starting too, 


but, as always, this is great for night 
fishermen. The walleyes, a clear water 
feeder, are too wary to move up where 
daytime fishermen can get at them. But 
at night they move up on the 10 and 12 
foot bars and are suckers for a jigged 
minnow. The rock bass are very active 
in Geneva. Fish for them on the cribs 
and use a nite crawler. Or, if you like to 
spend money, soft-shelled crabs. 


The bluegills have apparently moved 


in on the spawning beds, because fish- 
ermen are finding them biting nearly ev- 
erywhere In all the lakes across the 
southern end of Wisconsin and in the 
northern end of Illinois' Chain of Lakes. 
They're using red worms and a bobber. 


Bass fishing is good on Pewaukee, 


Okauchee, Nagawicka and Lower Phan- 
tom lakes Single Spin raiders and arti- 
ficial worms are working best But bass 
will also gobble a live nite crawler when 
nothing else works. In this case, too, I'd 
also hook him through the tip and work 
the worm very slowly right on the bot- 
tom from the shoreline back to the boat. 


And, as it is on the Illinois part of Lake 


Michigan, big coho and chinook salmon 
continue to be caught, along with decent 
sized rainbow and brown trout. Besides 
nite crawlers, fishermen are using Ra- 
palas, Tadpolys and one of the all-time 
favorite trout spoons, the Little Cleo. 


As the water temperatures continued 


to warm over the weekend, crapple fish- 
ing began to stow down in the shallows, 
but still the hefty little panflsh were ac- 
tive In the 10 to 12 loot depths where they 
wore cooler and more comfortable. Min- 
nows are the crapple favorite. 


And there are still a few white bass 


and walleyes running hi the Wolf river 
and other waters'in the Fremont area, 
but for the most part, these fish are back 
at home in Lake Winnebago, waiting for 
the fishermen who have the good sense 
to fish that lake. 


Winnebago, we have often written and 


always believed, is perhaps the most 
rewarding lake in the country. If only it 
were a little lest windy and uncomfor- 
table to fish it.
